City, drowned when he slipped 
and fell into two to three feet 
of water while helping clean a 
clogged storm sewer on Olive 
boulevard, near Waldron.

“It is the committee’s view 
that the people of the United 
States have much to gain, and 
at no undue risk, by associating 
themselves with this new 
agency,” the committee said in a 
formal report recommending 
Senate ratification of the atoms- 
for-peace treaty. 

The report said United States 
prestige would suffer if the 
Senate were to reject the idea 
first proposed by President Eis- 
enhower in a speech before the 
United Nations General. Assem- 
bly in 1953. 

Senate leaders have sched- 
uled the treaty for Senate ac- 
tion starting Monday. Once en- 
meshed jin a controversy that 
threatened ratification, the 
treaty is now expected to win 
approval handily. 

Much of the opposition evapo- 
rated when the committee 
tacked a qualification to the 
ratification resolution. The re- 
port said it wil] insure auto- 
matic United States withdrawal 
from the agency if its members 
change the charter by an 
amendment which is not accept- 
able to the United States Sen- 
ate. 

The committee said “the 
pending treaty ventures a first 
step toward co-operative control 
over the use of nuclear mate- 
rials which is vital to the fu- 
ture of man on this planet.” 

“If successful, the inspection 
system contemplated by the 
statute offers a real hope for 
its adaptation to atomic wea- 


ns. 

Eight nations, including Rus- 
sia, already have ratified the 
treaty. The agency will come 
into being when 18 of the sig- 
natory nations, including at 
least three atomic powers, have 
ratified the treaty. 

“For the United States now 
to disavow its own handiwork 
after stirring the hopes and en- 
thusiasm of all people would be 
tantamount to a breach of faith 
and stultify our resolve to lead 
the nations of the world out of 
the atomic dilemma,” the com- 
mittee said. 

“The end result of such dis- 
avowal must inevitably be a de- 
preciation of American prestige, 
accompanied by increasing 
doubts as to the sincerity and 
dependability of our proclaimed 
objectives in international re- 
lations.”

Once the bill is actually be- 
fore the Senate, a second fili- 
buster can only be stopped by 
a similar 64-vote approval of 
debate limitation. If these two 
hurdles are surmounted, there 
is no question of Senate ap 
proval of the bill. 

If it puts the House bill di- 
rectly on its calendar, the Sen- 
ate will be stepping toward a 
new precedent. Not for nine 
years has the Senate debated 
whether a House bill can be 
taken up without reference to 
a Senate committee. Under its

He said the 
real estate is held under various 
corporate names. 


“If I had all the money I owe, | 


I'd be a rich man,” Hafris said. 
“We got the property by buying 
a place, paying it down, and 
then mortgaging it to buy some- 
thing else. It amounts to gam- 
bling that times will get better 
and that rentals will continue 
to hold up.” 

His associates in various 
realty holding corporations are 
Max Lubin, former president 
of the Commonwealth Insur- 
ance Co., and Jack and Stanley 
Molasky, former board chair- 
man and president, respective- 
ly, of the old Food Center mar- 
ket chain, Harris said. 

Harris, a lawyer, said he owns

The announcement by Khalid 
Azm, state minister and acting 
defense minister, was accom- 
panied by a blast at King Hu- 
sein of Jordan and King Saud 
of Saudi Arabia. 

Azd deciared that a joint 
communique issued by Hussein 
and Saud at Amman Thursday 
was an attempt to “throw dust 
in the eyes” of Syria and Egypt. 

The communique issued near 


visit to Jordan reaffirmed a 


proclaimea by Syria and Egypt. 
tt also supported prniciples laid 
lowp at the Arab summit con- 
lereace of Jordan, Saudi Arab- 


last February. 

Azm wnjaced that King Saud’s 
sits to Jordan and to anti- 
Communist Iraq were to sup- 
port United States policy. 

“Saud wanted to demonstrate 
his support of America through 
this moral support of Hussein,” 
he charged. “This support of 
Hussein contradicts his policy 
and objectives which formerly 
were directed again Baghdad, 
(Lebanon’s President Camille) 
Chamoun and the Hashemites. 
If this is not so, there would 
have been no reed for his visit- 
ing Gaghdad and Amman. Are 
not these visits to support 
American policy in the interests 
of Israel and imperialism? This 
behavior will not affect Syria 
and Egypt and we shall not be 
deceived again.” 

Won’t Pay for This Aid. 


Azm’s statement, published 
in the newspaper Al Jamhur, 
said the communique was “an 
effort for Jordan to obtain fi- 
nancial aid but we shall not pay 
for this aid.” 

Jordan. has accused Egypt 
and Syria of interfering in 
Jordan’s internal affairs. 

When Hussein with the solid 
support of the army recently 
ousted Jordan’s leftist, pro- 
Egyptian, pro-Syrian govern- 
ernment he asked for and got 
King Saud’s backing. He forced 
Syrian troops, sent to Jordan at 
the time of the Suez crisis last 
fall, te withdraw.

Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson said today that the 
United States would continue 
developing the giant intercon- 
tinental ballistics miissiles re- 
gardiess of any prohibition of 
nuclear tests. 

He made it clear also that 
the United States already had 
a nuclear warhead that can be 
fitted to the ocean-spanning 
weapons. 

The first of these missiles, 
the Air Force's Atlas, has 
reached the testing stage. 

Strongest Force in History. 

Wilson summarized a secret 
high-level defense conference 
by emphasizing that the Unitéd 
States had the strongest mili- 
tary force in its history. 

The conference also dealt 
with the importance of a strong 
economy, he continued, adding 
that there was concern abroad 
lest a recession here would af- 
fect the rest of the free world. 

Discussing another subject, 
Wilson indicated that the Penta- 
gon had an interest in reduc- 
ing forces. He cited the devel- 
opment of modern weapons, and 
proposals for a 2,500,000-man 
armed force in disarmament ne-

One of the questions, Wilson 
revealed, was: Why does the 
Army want more men, the Navy 
more carriers and the Air Force 
more dollars?

Donald A. Quarles, Deputy 
Secretary of Defense, who is 
expected to be Wilson’s succes- 
sor, was moderator of the meet- 
ing.

Stresses Economy Base. 


In response to a request to 
provide an over-all view of the 
conference, Wilson replied: 
“We are certain that we have 
the strongest military force that 
our country has ever had—real 
military power even during the | 
war period, not in numbers of 
men but in military effective- 
ness. 

“We are conscious of the 
great importance of having a 
proper and strong military or- 
ganization both for the defense 
of our country and for its ef- 
fect on the whole free world 
and the morale of the people 
of other countries. 

“We are also conscious that 
it must necessarily rest on a 
strong internal economy. Many 

ple in foreign countries have 

n worried about a possible 
recession in our country, that 
would result in trimming the 
military establishment at too 
low a level or upset the econ- 
omy of their nation.” 

Wilson said “we had quite 
some discussion of that which 
in a general broad way is the 
background of our budget dis- 
cussions.”

Gordon F. Harrison, Rules 
Committee clerk, said the price 
increases averaged less than 10 
per cent. He said they are esti- 
mated to bring in about $15,000 
additional yearly. 

With a few exceptions, Har- 
rison said, prices had not been 
increased for years. 

In addition to the main Sen- 
ate dining room in the Capitol, 
there are a snack bar and two 
cafeterias in the Senate Office 
Building. The higher prices 
went into effect in all of them. 

Just last month Senate res- 
taurant prices stirred up a de- 
bate in the Senate when an ap- 
propriation bill carrying $30,000 
to pay an operating deficit came 
up for action. 

Harrison said the subcommit- 
tee had a study made of prices 
charged by other restaurants 
before deciding to boost prices. 

The new menu put the price

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How Proposed St. 


Mayor to Be Responsible 
for Preparing Budget — 


New Post of Director of 
Administration Created. 


' By CORNELIUS KELLIHER 
Of the Post-Dispatch Staff. 
IGHTER eontrols of municipal 
funds required by the proposed 
new St. Louis eity charter under- 
lie the second major reason why old- 
line politicians and some labor leaders 
are fighting the adoption of the new 


instrument. 

These charter foes, their first battle 
line drawn against reduction of alder- 
manic ranks, are not opposed to stricter 
fiscal controls, in theory. But they are 
opposed to liquidation of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, a necessary 
step if the financial reforms are to be 
put into practice. 

The three-man board, comprised of the 
Mayor, the Comptroller and the presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen, is the 
illogical creature of the city’s present 
outmoded 43-year-old charter. The esti- 
mate board’s chief purpose is to prepare 
the annual budget. 

. * * 

UNDER THE NEW CHARTER, to be 
submitted to St. Louis voters Aug. 6 for 
approval or rejection, the Mayor alone 
would be responsible for preparing the 
budget. Moreover, he would have the 
new duty of seeing to it that the city’s 
month-to-month expenditures do not ex- 
ceed anticipated revenues. In short, the 
charter would outlaw deficit spending. 

The charter opponents say they want 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment retained solely in the interests 
of good government. Observers experi- 
enced in under-surface stratagems of 
practical politicians suspect existence of 
other motives considerably less high- 
minded than the one professed. 

One City Hall veteran explains it this 
way: “The boys now have three elective 
officials on the board, on which they can 
exert pressures in the hopes of getting 
budgetary coverage for something to their 
personal advantage. If they cannot peddle 
the project to the Mayor, there is always 
the chance they can influence the other 
two members on the board. They get 
three strikes before they're out. 

“But the story would be different when 
the Mayor alone is responsible for the 
budget, and he has the professional ex- 
pert aid of the proposed new Director 
of Administration in combing over the 
budget requests, separating meritorious 
matters from the invalid. If the boys 
couldn’t stampede the Mayor, they’d be 
through on one swing at the ball.” 

While 1914 fiscal methods outlined in 
the present city charter may be good 
enough for the ward politicians, business 
executives and those in labor’s top eche- 
lons would quickly recognize that the 
proposed charter provisions call for fi- 
nancial controls already exercised in effi- 
ciently-operated private organizations. 

In the field of finance, the new charter 
would do three important things: 

1. Tighten fiscal controls. 

2. Clearly fix the responsibility for 
the city’s fiscal policies. 

3. Provide the city with the financial 
organization which students of govern- 
ernment generally agree are necessary 
if a large city’s government is to oper- 
ate economically and efficiently. 

Chief among the tighter fiscal controls 
are the detailed provisions to prevent un- 
balanced budgets, not only at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year, but throughout 
the 12-month period. 

The annual budget presented by the 
Mayor to the Board of Aldermen for ap- 
proval would have to be in the same 
amount or Jess than the estimated forth- 
coming receipts.

But the following year’s budget would 
have to be held down so that new spend- 
ing plus the previous year’s excess ex- 
penditures would not total more than 
anticipated revenues.

THE NEED for the mandatory balanced 
budget in St. Louis is shown by examina- 
tion of the city’s fiscal history. Since the 
early 1920s the city has ended more than 
half of its fiscal years with a deficit in 
the general operating fund. In some years 


, the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 


ment has even asked the aldermen to ap- 
prove unbalanced budgets—to approve 
appropriations in excess of probable rev- 
enue. Such year-around red-ink operation 
was sought when the officials believed 
the city’s needs were meri enough 
to be fulfilled, although none knew where 
to look for additional money to pay the 
bills. 

For example, the city’s first earnings 
tax levy was halted by the Missouri legis- 
lature at the close of the 1950-51 fiscal 
year. For 1951-52, the city fixed appro- 
priations against the municipal revenue

anced budget would be clearly pinned 
on the Mayor, instead of being divided 
among the three members of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment. There- 
fore voters would know which city offi- 
cial should be repudiated at the next 
election in the event of poor financial 
administration. 

The responsibility logically should fall 
on the Mayor as the city’s chief execu- 
tive. In private industry, control of the 
budget is one of the chief means by which 
the top executive exercises his responsi- 
bility to run the business. 

The charter proposal also would give 
the Mayor the aid needed to fulfill the 
responsibility. A new Department of Ad- 
ministration would be established, its di- 
rector appointed by the Mayor. This new 
department would bring together in the 
city’s government for the first time the 
important management tools always 
grouped in efficient private industry. 
These include budgeting, accounting, pur- 
chasing and centralized records and serv- 
ices. 

These functions presently are scattered 
among separate agencies, unco-ordinated 
and depriving the city of the «hance to 
use them as private business would to 
increase een ~ operating economy. 

e yt, aye Administration ap- 
pointed by good Mayor presumably 
would be no political hack but a man 
trained in public administration, the kind 
of man selected for city manager in those 
municipalities having the manager-coun- 
cil form of government. A director thus 
qualified would be subject to reappoint- 
ment by successive mayors regardless of 
their political affiliations. 

Through reappointment by successive 
mayors, he could provide a continuity of 
experience in the city governmental fabric 
and act somewhat in the manner of a city 
manager. 

The Director of Administration would 
consult with various department heads 
and then, with the assistance of the 
budget director, prepare the initial budget 
draft. The Mayor, with the administrative 
director’s assistance, would determine the 
contents of the budget to be submitted 
to the. aldermen. The aldermen would 
have the same powers as they do under 
the present charter, to reduce or elimi- 
nate proposed appropriations, but -not to 
increase them or add new items. 

Following adoption of the budget, the 
director would help the Mayor in pacing 
expenditures so they would not exceed 
the appropriations. He would be aided 
in this duty by new cost accounting pro- 
cedures set up as a part of the central- 
ized accounting system. The centralized 
purchasing office would enable him to 
know if the city were buying on a com- 
petitive and modern basis. The director 
would develop centralized services, such 
as stenographic and messenger pools, to 
eliminate costly duplication of services 
now existing in the city departments. 

* - - 


WITH THESE various sources at finger- 
tip, the Director of Administration would 
be expected to develop a staff of spe- 
cialists able to analyze problems of the 
agencies. The staff would help the de- 
partments to improve operations and 
avoid unnecessary expenditures. 

The city has never provided such 
services for its spending agencies. Each 
department spending city funds has 
been pretty much on its own in trying 


Another municipal budgetary innova- 
tion proposed by the charter is the re- 
quirement that the Mayor submit to the 
aldermen a capital budget. He would be 
obligated to state in his budget message 
the estimated cost of all public improve- 
ment projects pending or being completed, 
and recommend improvements to be taken 
up during the year.. He also would have 
to outline a program of proposed public 
improvement peayerts for the ensuing 
five years.

what the Mayor is sending over to them 
and asking for their approval,” Webb said. 

“If the Mayor is to hand over the 
budget request to a group of legislators 
having no prior knowledge of what's in 
it, it would cause only more confusion,” 
he said. “There must be some liaison so 
the aldermen will be half-way informed 
about the budget proposal; so they won’t 
just be handed a block of ice and told 
to melt it in half a day.” 

Other observers find it difficult to 
reconcile Webb's concept of aldermen fur- 
rowing a studious brow over the budget 
proposal with what usually happens when 
they receive it. 


In most years the board quickly 
shunts the budget appropriation bills 
to the aldermanic ways and means com- 
mittee. After a decent interval, the 
conynittee returns the bills to the 
board. The board usually approves the 
measures without discussing or ques- 
tioning the budget contents. 


The appropriations bill this year has | 


been ignored thus far while the aldermen 
are conducting political warfare. In an 
attempt to embarrass Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker, who strongly supports the pro- 
posed new charter which most aldermen 
are fighting, the city legislators have 
thrown St. Louis into a financial crisis 
by refusing to vote taxes needed to cover 
the $59,000,000 city budget request. 


Although the tax proposals were made 
by the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, of which the aldermen’s own presi- 
dent, Donald Gunn, is a member, they 
sought to discredit the Mayor by making 
it appear he personally is responsible for 
advocating tax increases. Their plan ap- 
parently has boomeranged and the alder- 
men now are sitting by, hopeful a citi- 
zens’ committee can take them off the 
hook by recommending new tax sources.

THE SITUATION does serve to point 
up the illogic of having the aldermanic 
president, or head of the independent 
legislative branch, sitting in with the ex- 
ecutive branch on budget planning. When 
the budget proposal is submitted to the 
aldermen for approval, it puts their pres- 
ident in the position of trying to execute 
impartial legislative judgment on some- 
thing he helped to devise. 


The new charter would provide the 
aldermen with the assistance they need 
to understand fully the voluminous 
budget appropriation bills, and to ap- 
praise intelligently their merit. The 
proposed new City Auditor would be 
at their command in determining why 
various items were included, and if the 
facts warranted their approval by the 
aldermen. 


The City Auditor, the new charter 
stipulates, must be a certified public 
accountant paid at least $18,000 a year. 
Elected by the voters of St. Louis and 
independent of either the executive or 
legislative branches of the municipal gov-

The charter provides that the Auditor 
would audit the general books and records 
once a year, and audit the financial 
tran ns of each department and 
agency as often as he deems necessary. 

All his reports would be “public infor- 
mation,” the new charter specifies, thus 
making it impossible for city officials 
to withhold from the voters any unfavor- 
able conditions in the city government. 

The charter states the City Auditor 
shall honor any request by the aldermen 
to “make any investigation of the financial 
aspects of the administration of any de- 
partment or agency of the city.” In 
addition, he could begin such investiga- 
tions on his own initiative, without alder- 
manic request or permission. 


The City Auditor also could assist the 
Director of Administration in improving 
the city’s operating efficiency. The charter 
states he may make recommendations for 
improving the accounting procedures and 
systems of the various departments and 
agencies. 

To make certain the auditor would 
never be burdened with additional tasks, 
which inadvertently or deliberately would 
make it impossible for him to perform 
his principal duty, the charter would pro- 
hibit other chores being imposed on him.

With the elimination of the office of 
Comptroller would go a system of auditing 
specified by the present charter which 
has been criticised by experienced ac- 
countants.

The flaw in the Illinois system was 
that Hodge audited expenditures he him- 
authorized. Under 
the present St. Louis charter, the Comp- 
troller is designated auditor of expendi- 
tures approved earlier by him. Account- 
ants have pointed out that this system 
might offer a temptation to some future 
Comptroller. 


The Mayor does have authority to hire 
an independent firm to audit the city's 
books, but municipal funds seldom are 
sufficient to contract for the thorough- 
going type of audit business executives 
insist upon for their firms. 


. Another great advantage in having an 
elective City Auditor to check records 
at any time is the pattern of a “continu- 
ing audit” that inevitably results. Instead 
of auditing being a periodic project, 
scrutiny of the books In one department 
or another would always be in progress. 


The present unwieldly charter and the 
jerry-built governmental structure that 
has developed under it make it impossible 
for the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment even to attempt the budgeting 
and operating economies contemplated by 
the proposed new instrument. 


Students of government are largely in 
agreement that highly efficient adminis- 
tration inevitably would result from ef- 
forts of the contemplated Director of 
Administration, an independent City Au- 
ditor and a Mayor clothed with authority 
commensurate with his responsibilities. 

But the voter can rely on the politi- 
cians trying to persuade him that the 
1914 system is superior to 1957's.

In any event, a large measure of the 
“cautious hope” that had come out of 
what seemed to be a change in the Soviet 
position has been dissipated. The chances 
for a limited disarmament agreement 
guaranteed by an iron-clad inspection 
system are hardly better than one out of 
10 or, if one is inclined to be optimistic, 
three or four out of 10, 

In a news conference in Finland, the 
boss of the Russian Communist party, 
Nikita Khrushchev, rejected international 
control of disarmament. He said, as the 
Soviet leaders have repeated again and 
again, that the problem can be solved 
only by trust and confidence. But as 
everyone from President Elsenhower and 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles on 
down has said over and over, there can 
be no trust and the only way to disarma- 
ment is through an inspection system so 


is in effect self-policing. 


This is the seemingly insoluble - di- 
lemma that has in the past prevented 
even the smallest beginning on dis- 
armament. 

Stassen had scarcely returned when 
Zorin made public a Soviet proposal to 
halt all tests of nuclear weapons for 
two or three years. The United States 
had reportedly been contemplating mak- 
ing a similar proposal for a shorter 
period. The Soviet delegate beat the 
West to the headlines. 


The fact that the proposal was made 
public is in itself a sign that the So- 
viets have decided the London, talks 
have become a propaganda exercise 
rather than a serious effort to reach 
agreement. But the agitation in the 
West over the perils of nuclear fallout 
is such that the pressure of public 
opinion could force a limited agreement 
of this sort. 

Why then the current hope of stirring 
the belief, for a time, that a start could 
be made toward relieving the burden 
of armaments under which the whole 
world lives? There were two chief

On the record, the Russiang in late 
April publicly offered to open a part of 
Soviet territory to aerial inspection in 
accord with the Eisenhower “open skies” 
principle.

One other reason for the hope of a 
partial agreement—a hope that has not 
entirely vanished—is the present weap- 
ons position of the Soviet Union. If 
Western intelligence is correct it will 
be at least five years before the Rus- 
sians have an intercontinental ballistic 
missile with a range of up to 5000 
miles. The United States may be within 
a year or a year and a half of the 
ICBM, 


It is in this Interval when Moscow can 
rain destruction on Western Europe with 
missiles of a range of 1000 to 1500 miles 
but cannot touch North America that 
Russia fears will be greatest, This fear 
is believed to be the explanation for the 
rash of notes that: the Kremlin has fired 
in every direction denouncing American 
atomic bases. Theoretically, with the fear 
of total destruction from missiles fired 
from the safe shore of the continental 
United States, the Soviets should be will- 
ing to reach at least a partial agreement. 
It is not ruled out that they will. In 
fact, quite apart from fear and the 
weapons race, an excellent case can 
be made from the Soviet viewpoint for 
a limited agreement that would even 
permit some inspection of Soviet ter- 
ritory. If the Russians were really 
smart, as one of the most knowledge- 
able of Western diplomats put it, they 
would jump at the chance to sign an 
arms treaty with the United States. 
They would gain on at least two fronts. 
First they could use. such an agreement 
to help whip the satellite states into line. 
Their argument would be that now that 


| Washington had signed up in what the 


Russians would represent for their own 
purposes as a big power deal further re- 
sistance by the satellites would be futile. 
The only course would be to relax and 
to make the best of it. This same argu- 
ment might be used for the “two Ger- 
manys” which Moscow insists upon or 
even for unification on terms seriously 
compromising the independence of West 
Germany. 

Second, an agreement however modest, 
would be hailed in the West as a further 
relaxation of tensions; a further reason 
to cut down afmaments outside the agree- 
ment and slip into the illusion of total 
peace. This is exactly the attitude the 
Russians want to produce. An agreement 
would also increase the splitting effect 
within the North Atlantic alliance. The 
damage done to the alliance by the Suez 
attack has by no means been repaired.

-BUT THE RUSSIANS have often in 
the past missed such opportunities. On 
the one hand, they believe their position 
to be so strong that they need make no 
concessions, On the other hand, their 
fears often seem so profoundly irrational 
that they cannot make even a token ges- 
ture threatening the walled inclosure in 
which they live. Between the extremes 
of arrogance and neurotic fear the 
chances for an agreement which the West 
could accept must seem small. 

The Soviets may, of course, be getting 
smarter, shrewder in sensing their own 
self-interest in dealing with the West, 
and they may therefore take a sliver of 
agreement. If they. stand to gain from 
such an agreement we in the West may 
well ask why we should undertake any 
negotiation on disarmament with them. 

Adm. Arthur W. Radford, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said pub- 
licly that no agreement with the Soviets 
could be trusted and he implied it was 

a waste of time to talk with them, 

Other powerful figures in the Admin- 

istration feel the same way and they 

have pushed as hard as possible to re- 
strict Stassen’s latitude. 


This reporter canvassing a range of 
opinion in the diplomatic corps, the State 
Department, the Pentagon and Congress 
put that question to a Western ambassa- 
dor with long experience in both Soviet 
Russia and the United States and with 
sober judgment on the disarmament 
problem although his own country is not 
directly involved. What he said, para- 
phrased slightly, is perhaps the truest 
answer: 

“You must examine what you mean 
if you find yourselves able to say that 
you will not negotiate.

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The New Russian Lead 

While Secretary Dulles and Harold E. Stassen 
have been getting themselves and our allies un- 
tangled from what are described as “procedural 
difficulties,” Soviet Russia has stolen another 
march on the West in disarmament negotiations. 

Such at least is the strong implication of Mos- 
cow’s new proposal for a moratorium on the 
testing of nuclear weapons. As foreshadowed by 
Khrushchev’s Helsinki press conference, the 
proposal cuts the ground under Western objec- 
tions by suggesting that compliance be super 
vised by a United Nations commission empow- 
ered to establish in the United States, Russia, 
Britain and the Pacific international control 
posts to detect any violations of the ban. . 

This plan is going to exert a powerful appeal 
to public opinion in every-country of the world, 
including our own. Unless there are hidden jok- 
ers not unveiled with the first announcement, it 
is the kind of plan that everybedy who has wor- 
ried about fallout has been hoping for—fair, 
straightforward, giving neither side a military 
advantage, practical, enforceable. 

That it should be proposed by Russia instead 
of by the West may give Moscow an enormous 
propaganda advantage. That Moscow should 
propound it just when Mr, Stassen apparently 
is getting ready to propéund a more catitious 
and restricted plan shows again how skiliful the 
Russians are—and how clumsy the West—in 
identifying themselves with world opinion, 

The plan may come to nothing. But meanwhile 
Moscow will have made millions of people be- 
lieve that the Russians want to end nuclear test- 
ing while the West holds back. : | 

One hitch may develop because the United 
States reportedly seeks to apply inspection to 
production of fissionable materials as well as 
to test explosions, But that proposal has not 
been made public, owing to lack of clearance 
with our allies. 

The tardiness of our Government in making 
its exact proposals known also leads to some 
confusion over what the proposals are; One 
report says the United States will insist on air 
and ground inspection as well as scientifie in- 
spection. In these respects Washington appears 
to want to go further than Moscow. 

But other reports say the Stassen plan would 
halt only the larger test explosions which pro- 
duce the most serious fallout, while Moscow 
seems to want to ban all nuclear tests. Our 
Government would find it difficult to argue 
before the court of world opinion that ofily 
those tests in which we have no special interest 
at the time should be banned. 

So it is a powerful stroke the Russians have 
delivered at London. The only way for the West 
to counter is by going just as far toward safe- 
guarded disarmament as the Russians will go— 
and preferably a little bit farther.

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The Queen and the Horsefly 


King James I of England once had an wun- 
fortunate encounter with a fly that led to His 
Majesty making a remark that postefity has re- 
corded: “Have I three kingdoms, and thou must 
needs fly into my eye?” And now Queen Eliza- 
beth II has had an encounter with a horsefly 
from which she emerged far more successfully 
than did King James and without need for any 
remark. 

It was in London at the Horse Guards’ tradi- 
tional color trooping ceremony before the sov- 
ereign on her official birthday. The horsefly 
buzzed and circled about Her Majesty as she 
sat her horse for several minutes. Thousands 
of spectators held their breath now and again. 
Would the horsefly light on the Queen’s nose 
and upset her dignity? Would it sting the horse 
and possibly cause a disturbing scene? Her Ma- 
jesty, grimly but with poise, took several swats 
at the pest and it finally disappeared. 

So although the incident closed with no royal 
remark for posterity it is possible to modernize 
an old Mother Goose rhyme: 

Horsefly, horsefly, where have you been? 

I’ve been to London to look at the Queen. 

Horsefly, horsefly, what did you there? 

I frightened the troops and spectators 
everywhere.

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Steamboats and Magnolias 

Illinois and the entire Mississippi river valley 
will be the richer if a bill sponsored by State 
Representative Clyde Choate, Anna Democrat, 
passes the Legislature at Springfield and is 
signed by Gov. Stratton. This is the measure 
which would make a state river museum of 
“Magnolia Manor,” the best-known of the Civil 
War era homes in Cairo. 

Memories of steamboat packet days. as well 
as the beauties of magnolia blossoms and leaves 
surround the well-preserved 10-room mansion. 
Built in 1865, by River Captain William Parker 
Halliday, it was the Rendleman family home 
after 1900. Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Grieve (she 
grew up in the house and with her playmates 
acted in the miniature theater up under the 
mansard roof) have offered it to the Illinois 
State Historical Society as a river museum. The 
Choate bill would provide a modest sum for 
acquisitions, display cases and maintenance.

A substantial portion of the tax burden that 
ordinarily would fall on property has been 
shifted to wage earners, including some who do 
not live in the city.

If the earnings tax were not levied here, prop- 
erty taxes would have to rise by about 65 cents 
to bridge the gap. 

The property tax rise is fair, feasible and, on 
the basis of the City Counselor’s opinion, legal. 
If the citizens recommend that the Aldermen 
reconsider it then the Aldermen ought to do so 
with open minds. 
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The Record on Foreign Trials 

Before there is much more uproar in America 
about turning over William S. Girard to Japan 
for trial, Americans should understand that for- 
eign courts have been exceptionally lenient in 
their treatment of United States service mén. 

This, of course, is not a reason for turning 
Girard over to a Japanese court. The reason, as 
given by the Administration, is simply that the 
status of forces agreement with Japan calls for 
a Japanese trial, and the United States ought to 
keep its commitments. But the public should 
be told that foreign courts are not necessarily 
less just than American courts, and that foreign 
law is frequently less’ severe. 

There are 700,000 service men and women 
overseas. In a one-year period, Time magazine 
says, 4437 of these or their dependents or civil- 
ian auxiliaries were brought to trial in foreign 
courts. Sormie 3800 were given minor fines, 275 
were acquitted, 178 drew suspended sentences, 
and only 108 were imprisoned. 

An American Army headquarters press officer 
in Paris told Volney D. Hurd of The. Christian 
Science Monitor that French courts were, if any- 
thing, embarrassingly lenient. He said, “The 
average sentences by foreign civil courts are 1.7 
months. Had the soldiers been tried before our 
military courts, they would have received sen- 
tences averaging 8.5 months.” 

There are two ways of looking at this compari- 
son. One is that many a G.I. might think twice 
before preferring American military to foreign 
civil jurisdiction. And the other is, what would 
we Americans do if the situation were reversed? 
As the press officer In Paris said: “Can you 
imagine how tough the American public would 
be about crimes committed by foreign soldiers 
on our soil, particularly if they were stationed 
there by the thousands?” 

That question takes some imagining. Con- 
gressmen and private citizens alike might con- 
sider that before protesting the right of any na- 
tion to try off-duty American service men under 
their own law, according to agreement.

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Foreign Aid in the Senate

the bill to passage. 

Yet the indiscriminate nature of attacks on 
foreign aid by both liberal and conservative 
Democrats, as well as by the usual Republican 
opponents, is an astonishing thing. Foreign aid 
was developed under liberal Democratic leader- 
ship. Have its former supporters changed sides be- 


cause a G.O.P. Administration has taken it over? 


Senators Morse of Oregon and Long of Lou- 
isiana evoke a certain response when they criti- 
cize the military aid program, especially the 
secrecy surrounding it.

Double Birthday for Liberty 


The Mirrer

June 15 marks anniversary of Magna Carta, which American 
bar this summer will memorialize with monument of Runny- 
mede, and of Virginia Declaration of Rights, first code 
of individual liberties to form basis of state constitution. 


From Freedom and Union 


June gave freedom on the same day, 
centuries apart, two of its mightiest in- 
struments—England’s Magna Carta and 
Vir ’s Declaration of Rights. 

The Anglo-American concept of the 
Rule of w stems from the Great 
Charter the feudal barons forced King 
John to sign at Runnymede on e 15, 
1215. They were thinking only of their 
own liberty, but Magna Carta became, 
partly by the drama of its origin, a 
symbol that has powerfully advanced 
freedom for all, Yet no monument has 
marked the spot where absolutism’s 
capitulation to written Law planted to- 
day’s Tree of Liberty. This strange 
neglect will end July 28 when the 
American Bar Association unveils the 
monument it has erected at Runny- 
mede at a cost of $35,000, paid by small 
gifts from thousands of American law- 
yers. 


T le-like its circular roof rests on 
eight 15-foot-high hexagonal columns 
surrounding a pedestal. The inscrip- 
tions are “Freedom Under Law” on 
the pedestal, and on the frieze, “Erected 
by the American Bar Association—to 
Commemorate Magna Carta—Symbol of 
Freedom Under Law.” 


Magna Carta, written in Latin, totals 
about 1500 words divided into 63 ar- 
ticles. Most of it is detailed statement 
of feudal law, but it does contain pro- 
vision against arbitrary rule that made 
it fertile for future freedom. 


Perhaps its most potent clause was 
No, 39, in which the king promised that 
no freeman should be taken or jailed 
“except by the legal judgment of his 
peers or by: the law of the land.” 

The seventeenth century lawyers, in 
revolt against the claims of the Stuarts 
to absolute sovereignty, read into Mag- 
na Carta meanings that would have 
amazed its authors. They saw it as a

They gave it 
much of its later importance thus

As Lord Acton 
pointed out: “Several colonies were in 
various ways far ahead of the mother 
country; and the most advanced states- 
man of the Commonwealth, Vane, had 
his training in New England.” After 
the Commonwealth fell Vane was be- 
headed June 14, 1662, after boldly de- 
fending anew Parliament’s sovereignty.

In Williamsburg, 561 years to a day 
after the signing of Magna Carta at 
Runnymede, the Virginia Convention of 
Delegates unanimously adopted his- 
tory’s first Declaration of Rights of the 
individual to form the basis of a state 
constitution. 


One month previous, on May 15, the 
convention had declared the colony’s 
independence from Great Britain and 
set up a committee “to prepare a Dec- 
laration of Rights & such a plan of 
Government as will be most likely to 
maintain peace & order in this Colony, 
& secure substantial & equal liberty to 
the people.” 

This committee of 34 was “over- 
charged with useless members,” one of 
its members, George Mason, wrote. 
“We shall, in all probability, have a 
thousand ridiculous and impracticable 
pro and of course a plan formed 
of heterogeneous, jarring and unintel- 
ligible ingredients. This can be pre- 
vented only by a few men of integrity 
and abilities, whose country’s interest 
lies next their hearts, undertaking this 
business and defending it ably through 
every stage of op tion.” 

About a week later this committee 
reported out a draft declaration written 
by George Mason himself. After pro- 
longed discussion it was adopted, with 
no serious change, as the first part of 
a Virginia constitution—the rest of 
which was also substanti written by 
Mason—which was adopted in full on 
June 29. 

Although it can be traced back to 
the English Bill of Rights of 1689 and 
Magna Carta, the Virginia Declaration 
marked an immense advance in lib- 
nm both in its concept of the state 
and its guarantees to the individual. As 
Helen Hill has pointed out in her 
“George Mason, Constitutionalist,” this 
Declaration was no mere list of nega. 
tions wrested from an existing sover- 
eign; “the rights declared were intended 
to serve... as a positive ‘basis and 
foundation of government’ yet to be 
constituted.”

Dulles-Wilson Statement. 

His arguments followed the 
joint statement issued last week 
by Secretary ,of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles and Defense Secre- 
tary Charles E. Wilson in which 
the two Cabinet officers, with 
President Eisenhower’s approv- 
al, explained why the United 
States had waived its con- 
current rights in the case in ac- 
cordance with the procedures 
of the executive agreement.

Political Consequences. 

Before a first decision is an- 
nounced, there are likely to be 
political and international con- 
sequences. Japanese Prime Min- 
ister Nobusuke Kishi is sched- 
uled to arrive here Wednesday 
for conferences with President 
Eisenhower. He said in Tokyo 
this week that he had not in- 
tended to bring up the Girard 
case, but it is almost certain 
to come into their discussions 
of American-Japanese relations. 

Chairman Thomas S. Gordon 
of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee has announced his 
committee will take up the ex- 
ecutive agreements before vot- 
ing on the foreign aid bill.

Delicate Subject. 

The question of sovereignty, 
however, is one of the most 
delicate subjects in interna- 
tional law and foreign policy 
and the Supreme Court has re- 
peatedly affirmed the doctrine 
in the “Schooner Exchange” 
case in which Chief Justice John 
Marshall ruled that sovereign 
nations have exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over crimes committed on 
their territory,” subject only to 
their willingness to relinquish 
The Girard case, if taken to 
the Supreme Court, will afford 
a test of the- constitutionality 
of the executive agreements. 
The voluminous obiter dicta or 
incidental remarks in the Black 
opinion emphasized that trea- 
ties, like acts of Congress, must 
comply with the Constitution. 

The opinion also differenti- 
ated between the constitutional 
rights of civilians and service 
men in holding that the status- 
of-forces agreements were void 
so far as they deprived the 
two women of trials by jury.

Bricker and his supporters 
have argued that in the case

simply because it is written by Mary 
McCarthy. The material of her memoirs, 
however, could have withstood a much 
less articulate treatment without losing 
the whole of its arresting character. 
One phase of her childhood, in fact, had 
a close resemblance to a forcing ground 
for juvenile delinquents. 

Miss McCarthy was born in Seattle. 
Her father was an Irish Catholic and 
her mother was half Jewish and half 
Protestant of Anglo-American stock. 
When Mary was 6 years old her parents 
left Seattle for Minneapolis, the home of 
the McCarthy grandparents, with the 
expectation of establishing a residence 
there. Both Mary’s father and mother 
died of influenza almost immediately 
upon their arrival and Mary, with her 
three brothers, came under the protec- 
tion of the elder McCarthys. 

The Minneapolis grandparents were 
people of means but being advanced in 
years they felt incapable of bringing 
up four children. So the orphans were 
farmed out to Aunt Margaret, a religious 
and health fanatic, and her husband, 
Uncle Myers, a sadistic character straight 
out of Dickens. Presumably the allow- 
ance for the children’s upkeep was 
substantial. Nevertheless, the four chil- 
dren were fed on coarse and meager 
gruel, were denied the companionship 
of other children, were provided with 
no entertainment and were frequently 
beaten by Uncle Myers. 


FOR HER PART Aunt Margaret 
made the children stay out of doors a 
certain part of each day to improve 
their stamina. The picture of the little 
McCarthys shivering in the snow at 20 
below zero and peering: through the 
windows in the hope of a reprieve 
recalled the ordeals of Jane Eyre’s 
orphanage days. 

The children, in fact, dwelt longingly 
on the idea of escaping to a real orphan 
asylum and Mary’s brother Kevin once

The Importance of Asia 


Barbara Ward Says West's Destiny

NOBODY CAN SAY that Barbara 
Ward's Weltanschauung underestimates 
the importance of Asia. On the con- 
trary, she suggests in her new book— 
which consists of lectures delivered at 
McGill University in the fall of 1955— 
that the destiny of the West may well 
be decided in the East. And the time of 
decision she believes is now, because it 
is during our generation and the next 
that Asia will make the great decision 
whether to take the Western Free road 
into the future or the totalitarian road 
of Moscow and Peking. And further- 
more, she believes that it is our ac- 
tions, or inaction, that will largely de- 
termine that decision. 


We have no free choice in this mat- 
ter, says Miss Ward, brilliant editor of 
the London Economist. It would be very 
nice, and much more comfortable she 
agrees, if, having renounced as we have 
the devils of colonialism and exploita- 
tion and all their works and restored 
independence to the peoples of Asia, 
we could now call it a day and sit back 
with our cleansed conscience behind our 
Western ramparts, and trouble ourselves 
no more about their welfare. But, says 
Miss Ward—who is part philosopher, 
part economist, and part moralist—for 
us to do anything like that would be 
equivalent to deciding Asia’s course— 
away from the West. 

The West by its actions over the last 
400 years has assumed in her view a 
huge responsibility in the East which 
it cannot by any wishing cast off. For 
one thing, it was the West by its ag- 
gressive intervention and imperialistic 
policies which utterly destroyed the old 
order, both social and economic, and 
made it impossible for the East to re-

THE DARK SUN: A STUDY 
OF D. H, LAWRENCE, by 
Graham Hough.

THE CASE for and against 
D. H. Lawrence as a man has 
been made frequently, and 
with violence. The argument 
about his subject-matter, es- 
pecially his cult of the un- 
conscious and of sexual pro- 
cess, died down after a de- 
based conception of Freud 
and manuals on happy mar- 
riage stripped the coverings 
from both. Only the ill-in- 
formed now ‘believe that 
Frieda, his German wife, 
taught Lawrence a doctrine 
of power, and his rapture 
over New Mexico and 
“plumed serpents” reads like 
frony to a Seneration that 
met the grimly primitive in 
a second world war. With the 
sting of the doctrine mainly 
removed, what critica] judg- 
ment may now be given of 
his writing? 

This question Graham 
Hough attempts to meet ‘in 
“The Dark Sun.” He leaves 
to Middleton Murry, Richard 
Aldington, 


and tries, with little 
bias from the frenzied record, 


to pare from Lawrence's nov- 
els and poetry a core of doc- 
trine and literary quality.

Life and the Seasons

LEN HALL is hard to 
classify in our social cata- 
logue, where everyone must 
be indexed, but he can best 
be described, perhaps, as an 
observer of Life—not of hu- 
man society, except in glanc- 
ing comments, but as one 
who watches the stir of ele- 
mental forces and tries to 
explain them. 


This new Hall book is one 
man’s search for wide com- 
prehension, a journal in 
which he jots down his com- 
ments on micro-organisms in 
the soil of Possum Trot Farm 
and on the celestial swing of 
planets above the farm. Much 
of it comes from his biweekly 
column in the Post-Dispatch, 
but it is far from being a re- 
print of those columns and is, 
I think, even better than they 
are. 


What Len has done here is 
to write a series of short es- 
says on the seasons. “Year” 
is an arbitrary falsehood im- 
posed by calendars but “sea- 
sons” are very real even if 
they are not measurable by 
clocks or numbered charts of 
days. Man and midge live by 
seasons; the act of living is 
what really matters. 


But Life—the capital is nec- 
essary—does not exist inde- 
pendent of its setting. There 
is no existence, without habi- 
tat, or habitat without the 
soil that is the base of life. 
So saith Leonard Hall, and 
his thinking begins with the 
earth itself.

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Refurbishing of Old St. John’s 


Plaza Church Is Gradually Taking on a Clear-Cut New Style 


By GEORGE McCUE 


INSIDE A NETWORK of scaffold- 
ing, old St. John’s Church at Sixteenth 
and Chestnut streets is undergoing a 
ehange of expression. The exterior 
alterations of this fine brick building 


diffused by the scaffolding, and they 
have been taking place so gradually 
that the casual passerby hardly notices 
what a change is being made. 

The refurbishing of St. John’s is a 
general overhauling, intended to strip 
away some of the excess ornamentation 
and to bring into clearer view the 
essence of its handsome architecture. 
Another purpose, of course, is to put 
the church in good physical condition 
for its expected influx of new parishion- 
ers when new apartment buildings go 
up in the Plaza area. 

The style of the familiar downtown 

landmark, completed in 1860, is rather 
composite. It embodies a Romanesque 
barrel vault ceiling, and it has ornamen- 
tal moldings, cornices and other details, 
inside and out, that are Renaissance in 
character. The brick structure with its 
100-foot square towers is of a type that 
originated in Lombardy. The cast iron, 
half-circle cap moldings that were placed 
just above the windows and exterior 
doors were an American innovation of 
the mid-nineteenth century period. 
THE RENOVATIONS now in 
progress are designed by Murphy and 
Mackey, the architects, to resolve these 
varied qualities in favor of a clear-cut 
Italian Renaissance style, with a few 
contemporary adaptations. The work is 
expected to go on for about a year. 

Most of the surface features have 
been cleared away, and the immediate 
effect is to bring the towers into greater 
prominence, to give the front a gener-

ally more vertical line, and to impart 
to it a new quality of nobility and 
graciousness. 


Further changes on the facade are the 
installation of new gold-leafed crosses, 
held high above the towers on slender 
spires, and of light railings near the 
top of each tower. Wind bent the crosses 
last week, but with only minor damage. 
The terra cotta figure of the parish 
patron, St. John, Apostle and Evangelist, 
has been tem removed from its 
niche under the front gable. It will 
be remounted on a bracket that will 
display it in stronger relief farther out 
from the wall. A new rose window will 
be installed. 


A DRAMATIC CHANGE on the 
church front will be the substitution 
of tall glass doors with metal grilles for 
the present wood doors, which are sur- 
mounted by fanlights. Through these 
will be seen a loggia faced with marble, 
and with inner doors enameled a rich 
blue-green. The loggia will be kept 
lighted at night. 

The entranceway will be further modl- 
fied by the addition of a forecourt whose 
paved surface will be level with the 
vestibule floor. The court will be two 
steps above the Chestnut street sidewalk, 
and it will extend across the part of 
Sixteenth street now closed off in front 
of the church. 

Dingy paint that covered all the brick 
work has been removed, and the natural 
mellow salmon color of the brick may 
now be seen. The side windows have 


been made four feet longer and framed . 


in cut stone, and will receive new

THE REGULAR MASSES and 
other parish activities are going on 
despite the dust and debris.

John’s early in his priesthood and now 
is the pastor there, sleeps on a couch 
in his office so as to watch ever the 
premises at night. The old rectory, 
formerly built around the apse, has 
been torn down and has not yet been 
replaced. ; 

The present church, third on the site, 
was designated by Archbishop Peter 
Richard Kenrick as a pro-cathedral for 
Coadjutor Bishop James Duggan. Five 
of its former pastors became bishops. 
St. John’s is one of the most richly 
indulgenced churches in the United 
States by virtue of long association with 
the church of St. John Lateran in Rome. 
Although the St. Louis church fs often 
popularly referred to as a basilica, it 
does not officially hold that rank. 


The Amateur Word-Watchers 


And Their Ideas of What Is Good Usage and What Isn’t

IT IS SOMETIMES a little unset- 
tling to a writer to realize that any- 
thing he writes may fall under the cold, 
objective eye of an anonymous lexicog- 
rapher’s assistant somewhere who will, 
first of all, classify him, using some arbi- 
trary and mysterious yardstick of his 
own, and then tabulate the words he 
uses, with notes on how he uses them 
and on which ones he has conspicuously 
avoided using. This, we are told, is how 
lexicographers determine which words 
should go into their dictionaries and 
what their standings are in the English 
language. 

Pieces like this by amateurs only com- 
licate the work of the hard-pressed 
rofessionals, forcing them to add such 
grudging admissions as “objected to by 
some,” and “a reputable word though 
considered incorrect by many” after 
their scientifically tested entries. 


However, amateurs, too, have certain 

criteria for judging writers, and, unlike 
the professionals, they are more than 
willing to make them public. 
A SPATE of their articles has been 
published recently and a survey of them 
reveals that the amateur word watchers 
divide writers roughly into three groups, 
which might be called lowbrow, middle- 
brow and highbrow. 

(The word-watchers use these terms 
merely as convenient labels. They are 
not social snobs, just word snobs.) 

For accurate classification, the surest 
test of a writer seems to be the words 
he avoids, particularly those he avoids on 
no other grounds than baseless supersti- 
tion. The lowbrow, who often writes for 
popular magazines, is generally thought 
to be immune to such inhibiting preju- 
dices. The truth is that his apparent 
indifference to the rules of correct usage 
is more likely ignorance of them. 

To accuse those who write radio and 
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(his work is found in such magazines as 
Harper's, The Atlantic, and The Satur- 
day Review), are somewhat more defen- 
sible as a rule. He will not split an 
infinitive, however, even when it is nec- 
essary for the sake of clarity. (Such a 
construction as “an inability to accept 
gracefully social and economic changes,” 
in the April Harper’s, marks him imme- 
diately.) He recognizes the more recent- 
ly cropped back-formations and refuses 
to use “donate” and “innovate.” These 
and certain noun-verbs like “to loan” 
and “to author” are barbarisms in his 
view. His other baseless taboos include 
“different than,” “transpire” for “oc- 
cur,” “less” for “fewer,” “advise” for 
“inform,” “providing” for “provided,”

without qualms. These include “sculp” 
(Time Magazine) “sculpt” (Life Mag- 
azine) and “enthuse” (Saturday Eve- 
ning Post). He is also the only writer 
who uses “like” for “as” and “as if;” 
“purported” in the passive voice (appar- 
ently confusing it with “reported”); 
“convince” for “persuade” (followed by 
an infinitive) and “arrive back” and 
“arrival back” for “return” (verb and 
naun respectively). 


The middlebrow uses “a lot” and 
“lots” for “a great number,” “most” for 
“almost,” “riled,” “fazed,” and “some- 
place.” 


The non-standard words used by the 
highbrow are rarely new ones and are 
never back-formations. For one thing, 
he seldom recognizes the existence of 
television and this spares him the neces- 
sity of using words like “televise,” a 
back-formation; “telecast,” a hybrid; 
“photogenic” and “telegenic,” both ety- 
mological absurdities as they are pres- 
ently used. (“Photogenic” is in the dic- 
tionary but it means, of course, “giving 
off light,” or “phosphorescent,” like a 
firefly.) The non-standard words he 
does use are more likely to be archaic 
or dialectal. 


BESIDES THESE criteria, there 
are a few key words to watch for. The 
way a writer uses “protagonist,” “stul- 
tify” or “oblivious” will place him when 
there is any doubt. 

The lowbrow thinks “protagonist” 
means “contender,” the opposite of “an- 
tagonist.” The middlebrow uses it—cor- 
rectly, according to the dictionary—to 
mean “participant.” The highbrow holds 
it to its original meaning of “actor tak- 
ing the leading role.” 

As for “stultify,” the lowbrow has the 
notion that it is a convenient combina- 
tion of “stale,” “stilted,” “stuffy,” and 
“stupefy.” The middlebrow uses it to 
mean “invalidate,” or “impair,” again

Steindel Conducts First Concert 


THE LITTLE SYMPHONY Orchestra will begin its 
season of six outdoor concerts in Washington University Quad- 
rangle next Friday at 8:45 p.m. under resident conductor Max 
Steindel. Martha Deatherage, soprano, will sing Handel’s “Pas- 
torella Vagha Bella,” “Air de Lia” from Debussy’s “L’Enfant 
Prodigue” and Musetta’s Waltz from “La Boheme” by Puccini. 
The orchestral program will consist of a Corelli Adagio, the 
Overture from the oratorio “Theodora” by Handel, Concerto 
Grosso No. One by Ernest Bloch, Adagio for Strings by Samuel 
Barber and the Ballet Music from Gounod’s “Faust.” 

The remaining concerts will be led by guest conductors 

Theodore Bloomfield and Jascha Horenstein. Bloomfield, who 
conducts the Portland (Ore.) Symphony Orchestra, will appear 
June 28 and July 5. Horenstein will conduct the last three 
concerts: July 12, 19 and 26, 
OTHER SOLOISTS with the symphony, in the order of 
their appearance, will be Harold Zabrack, pianist, Francis 
Jones, concertmaster of the Little Symphony and Hubert 
Drury, pianist. No soloist for the July 19 program has been 
announced. Samuel Lipman, planist, will play at the final 
concert. 

The programs will contain several works new to St. Louis 
concert audiences, including Spohr’s Violin Concerto No. 8 in 
A minor (Gesangscene), “The Unanswered Question” by 
Charles Ives, “Tombeau de Chopin” for strings by Tansman 
and Five Greek Dances for String Orchestra by Nikos 
Skalkottas. 


Steindel, who joined the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra in 
1912 as solo violoncellist, is its personnel manager and a mem 
ber of the ‘cello section. Mrs. Deatherage, instructor in yoicc 
at Monticello College, Alton, has had solo parts with the 
Municipal Opera and the St. Louls Philharmonic and Alton 
Symphony Orchestras.

Classical Records 


JEAN-JACQUES ROUSSEAU, philosophical cham- 
pion of the natural man, was also a creative musician of 
more than ordinary talent as is demonstrated by the first 
recording ever made of his one-act opera, “The Village 
Soothsayer.” The premiere performance was given at Fontaine- 
bleau in the presence of Louls XV, Madame de Pompadour 
and the French court and the King was so delighted with 
the music—or so it was reported—that he hummed the opening 
aria all the next day while lounging around the palace. 
It is indeed a charming work, in an early eighteenth century 
style galante. Musicologists, however, believe that the instru- 
mentation was touched up, or perhaps completely revised, 
by the composer Francoeur. 

Rousseau wrote his own words for this opera and the 
English translation, made by the famous Dr. Charlies Burney 
for the presentation at Drury Lane in London, is retained 
in the brochure which accompanies this record. (Angel, One 
12-inch LP.) The story concerns a shepherd, a shepherdess 
and a village wise man. This “soothsayer” persuades each 
of the lovers that the other has been unfaithful and then, 
for a consideration, brings them together again. 

The excellent cast for the recording consists of Janine 
Micheau, soprano, Nicolai Gedda, tenor, and Michel Roux, 
bass-baritone. The orchestra involved is the Orchestre de 
Chambre Louis de Froment. The chorus is not identified, Aside 
from its intrinsic value, which is far from negligible, this 
recording memorializes an item of uncommon historical 
interest. 


BYRON JANIS, a young American pianist with com- 
mendable technique and poetic sensibility, produces highly 
satisfactory results in a selection of Chopin works. His 
treatment of the B Flat Minor Sonata is forceful, cleanly 
articulated and affected at the same time by lyrical grace. 
This is followed by the Impromptu No. 1 In A Fiat, the 
Nocturne No. 8 in B Flat, the “Black Key” Etude, the Mazurka 
No. 45 in A Minor, and the Scherzo No. 3 in C Sharp Minor. 
Janis’s serious approach suggests that his understanding of 
whatever he plays will become progressively deeper and 
wider. (RCA-Victor, One 12-inch LP.) 


ANOTHER YOUNG PIANIST, who may easily be- 
come a conspicuous figure in the international concert field, 
is a Hungarian refugee named Gyorgy Cziffra. His recording 
of the Liszt Concerto No. 1 in E Flat and the Hungarian 
Fantasia discloses all the facility of a sure marksman at the 
keyboard. But these. performances are not only fast and 
loud: the sound is always good, the scale passages have a 
rippling fluency. Moreover, he observes the limitations of 
good: taste. The Paris Conservatoire Orchestra, conducted 
by Pierrre Dervaux, collaborates with the soloist in this 
recording. (Angel, One 12-inch LP.) 


RENATA TEBALDI and Hilde Gueden, two distinguished 
operatic divas, may be heard in the song literature in separate 
recordings of recent issue. (London, One 12-inch LP for 
each.) Mme. Tebaldi sings a group of Italian and Spanish 
songs and arias ranging from the eighteenth century and 
earlier to the present day. Mme. Gueden, accompanied by 
Fredrich Gulda, confines her efforts to a group of songs by 
Richard Strauss. As both artists have lovely voices and sound 
artistic judgment these recorded recitals are certainly pleasant. 
Neither exercises a compelling insight, however, in bringing 
out the special qualities of each song. Mme. Tebaldi is more 
commanding in two sets of operatic excerpts, also issued by 
London, under the titles of “Highlights from Tosca” and 
“Highlights from Aida.” These highlights consist of important 
arias and scenes in which choruses and other soloists take part. 
SAINT-FOIX DESCRIBED the Mozart Symphony No. 
29 in A Major as a “characteristic masterpiece, one in 
which he is entirely himself.” The same may be justly 
said of the Serenade No. 9 in D Major (K.320) which is 
paired with the symphony in a new recording mace by the 
Concertgebuow Orchestra with Eduard van Beinum conducting. 
(Epic, One 12-inch LP.) 


In the second Menuetto of the Serenade Mozart uses a 
posthorn and it is a measure of his genius that what might 
have been no more than an extra-musical reference becomes 
an extension of the artistic design and «a brilliant elimactic 
feature. The orchestra gives crisp, clearly formulated and 
tonally vital performances of both works. (Epic, One 12- 
inch LP.) —T.B.S.

MACHINES THAT REPRODUCE musical perform- 
ances have been credited with improving the whole eondition 
of the musical art.

More people are listening to good musie than ever 
before in the history of the United States. An improvement 
in esthetic appreciation is less easily proved but it is probable 
that the large number of people involved in music does include 
a fairly large group of genuine devotees. And the number 
would be smaller, no doubt, if the phonograph, radio and tele- 
vision had never come into existence. 

Technological changes that affect musie are still in process, 
but it would be risky to say at this stage, that betterment ef 
reproducing techniques will result in general artistie bettes- 
ment.

BY ITSELF THIS PHENOMENON would amount 
to no more than an occasional novelty whose impact would 
become weaker with familiarity. But in addition, the body of 
sound is more cohesive, more vital, and more accurate in re- 
producing fine differences of color and volume than most live 
performances, From this I conclude that the tape and the 
apparatus that converts the imprint on the tape into sound 
are more sensitive than the acoustical shell and other rever- 
berating surfaces of a concert hall. 


It will be necessary, however, for an interpretive artist to 
follow the recording process all the way through to the point 
where the completed tape is tested to insure ideal results. I 
say this because the stereophonic process adds something of 
its own and unless this added element is controlled artisti- 
cally it can throw the values of the work being recorded into 
a wrong perspective. A Mozart symphony, for instance, is too 
rich and beefy in texture and its accents are too heavy in the 
taped performance I heard. Obviously the characteristic dif- 
ferences beiween composers of different periods must be 
observed, and I have no doubt they can be. 


THE STEREOPHONIC TAPE, as I have said, is 
already available but its price, as well as that of the reproduc- 
ing apparatus, is much too high for people of ordinary means, 
which accurately describes most music lovers. In time, one 
may be certain, both will fall within reach of the larger public. 

Meanwhile experiments looking toward the perfection ef a 
stereophonic disc are being carried on in Europe. As with 
the tape two master recordings are made at the same time 


. through microphones placed in different locations in the hall. 


These two tape impressions are then synchronized on a single 
tape. In the case of the stereophonic tape the two sound 
tracks run parallel on one strip and because of that convey 
a.feeling of depth. In the case of the dise one impression 
from the recording tape will be transferred to the two sides 
of the groove that the needle follows as the record plays, and 
the other to the bottom or trough of the groove. The needle, 
touching both sides and bottom, will pick up the impressions 
simultaneously, and the machine will therefore play them as 
a synchronized whole. 


The disc, it is said, will be cheaper and more convenient to 
handle, But whether it is a stereophonie tape or a atereo- 
phonic dise that reaches the big market first, we undoubtedly 
have reached still another new phase of recorded sound.

Cause of Donnybrooks. 
RED HANEY, manager of 


the Milwaukee’ Braves, 

still qualifies as ofe of the 
most humorous of baseball 
men. He solemnly urged, 
after his club and the Dodg- 
ers had engaged in fisticufis, 
that baseball authorities 
ought to bar the beanball. 
Haney, undoubtedly. also 
would take a stand firmly 
against war, sin and pesti- 
lence. 

Down through the years the 
beanball has caused most of 
baseball’s donnybrooks. The 
only strategy that runs even a 
distant second is the flying 
block or take-out play, in 
which a base runner, headed 
for second, tries to knock the 
second baseman or shortstop 
galley west to break up a 
double play, 

League presidents have 
condemned the beanball pro- 
foundly and_ ineffectively. 
Rules have been aimed at the 
pitching strategy of throwing 
at or near a batter’s head to 
make him cautious at the 
plate. Umpires have been in- 
structed to warn pitchers who 
seemed to be throwing at bat- 
ters and to eject them from 
the game if they did not heed 
the warning. 

There was also an abortive 
effort a few years ago to take 
the football block out of base- 
ball. Umpires were instruct- 
ed to penalize a base-runner 
who obviously went out of his 
way to knock over a defend- 
ing baseman, But at any ball 
game you'll see a base runner 
slide or charge six feet off 
the legal target to knock a 
baseman off his pins. Um- 
pires and everybody else take 
it for granted. In fact a base 
runner who doesn’t throw a 
take-out bleck is criticized for 
lacking normal aggressiveness 
and base-running savvy, 


Life of an Umpire 
Tough Enough as Is. 


HE great dffficulty is that 
T umpires would have to be 
mind-readers to know the 
differenee between a bean- 
ball and a pitch that merely 
“got away” from the pitcher. 
And umpires have enough 
trouble as it is without having 
any more judgment plays 
loaded on their shoulders. 
Recently a National League 
umpire thought he saw an un- 
pleasant situation developing 
in a game between the Car- 
dinals and the Redlegs at 
Cincinnati. After a player or 
two on each side had to take 
to the floor to dodge pitches, 
the umpire called time and 
had words with the two man- 
agers, Fred Hutchinson and 
Birdie Tebbetts.

The Supreme Court has in-| 
tervened twice to spare it from | 
the Sherman anti-trust laws, 
despite the view of some emi- 
nent lower court jurists that it 
engages in a form of commer- 
cial peonage. 

A House anti-trust subcom- 
mittee revives the ancient but 
unresolved argument Monday 
with hearings aimed at decid- 
ing whether the great national | 
pastime ought to be labeled an 
interstate business and _  sub- 
jected to the anti-trust laws. 

"T e subcommittee, headed by 
Rep. Celler (D., N.Y.), is 
|prompted by a Supreme Court | 
decision last February that pro- | 
fessional football is subject to 
the anti-trust laws. 

Celler, who has wondered in 
the past why the west coast was 
excluded from big league base- 
ball, also is eager to know more 
about the contemplated move 
of the Brooklyn Dodgers and 
the New York Giants to Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. 

There is a suspicion that the 
Brooklyn and New York owners 
are being lured westward, not 
by a burning desire to bless the 
folks out there with big league 
status, but by the distant tinkle 
of a coinbox. 

It is suspected that the lusty 
loyalties of the Dodger -and 
Giant fans are being sacrificed 
to toll-TV, a gimmick whereby 
you pay to unscramble a tele- 
cast of ball games in your home. 

This sounds to the subcom- 
mittee like anything but sport. 
It also involves territorial rights 
and franchises, matters more 
familiar to anti-trust ad 
than to “clubhouse lawyers.” 

Also at stake in bills 2 
pending in Congréss is the con- 
troversial reserve ¢lause which 
gives a ball club exclusive and 
perpetual control over a player 
and denies .him the right to 
shop around for ‘better wages 
and working conditions,

Limit of 
6 Months 
On Delays 


PARIS, June 15 (AP)—The 
World Committee of Profes- 
sional Boxing today solemnly 
threatened to lift any world 
championships that are not de- 
fended within six months time. 


It put off until tomorrow a 
discussion on the light heavy- 
weight situation, where cham- 
pion Archie Moore has been 
one of the most notorious vio- 
lators of this rule. 


Thé committee opened its 
meeting by electing Julius Hel- 
fand, chairman of the New York 
State Athletic Commission as 
its president, and readmitting 
the National Boxing Association 
as a member in good standing. 


The committee ordered Al- 
phonse Halimi of France and 
Raul Macias of “Mexico to meet 
before Oct. 1, 1957, for the 
world bantamweight champion- 
ship, or risk seeing the title 
forfeited. Halimi is recognized 
as world champion in Europe 
and New York State. Macias is 
recognized by the N.B.A. 


The committee made its list 
of world champions, and the top 
three recognized challengers in 
each division. Champions are 
ordered to meet one of the 
three official challengers within 
six months or face the possibil- 
ity that the title may be taken 
away.

Peter Thomson, the British 
open champion, emphasized 
this when he joined Jimmy 
Demaret in criticizing the set- 
up of the National Open 
which makes for slow, delayed 


play. 

“It’s like a Sunday on the 
public links—hit the ball and 
wait,” said Thomson after his 
Friday round of 72 gave him 
143 and a striking-position for 
the American crown. 

Somebody asked him how 
he regarded his chances and 
recalled that last year he had 
been the halfway leader going 
into the pressure-packed 36- 
hole Saturday of the Ameri- 
can golf championship. 

Peter shrugged his should- 
ers. 
“Last year, I was very tired 
in that final,” he said. “Con- 
ditions really are primitive in 
this tournament. It’s worse 
than the Mexican open. It 
took us four and a half hours 
to finish our round today.” 


The veteran Demaret, who 
had been in the same group 
with Thomson Friday, joined 
Peter in his complaint, which 
is not new particularly, but 
usually comes from players of 
more nervous disposition. 

“You get punchy from just 
standing around out there,” 
Demaret said. 


“Tl tell you what causes 
it,” he continued. “It’s those 
93s on the scoreboard. You 
know, I'd like to play in the 
world series at Yankee Sta- 
dium. I might even get a hit. 
But they won't let me.” 

Demaret’s point was that 
there should be some way of 
preventing the more ordinary 
players from getting into the 
major championship in the 
first place. 


the Open, just as there 
was at Oakmont a few years 
ago,” Demaret said.

LETUS HULLING is a tanné@ and easy-going man who 
CC wear leather chaps and an abstract air. A high-pressure 

salesman might take him for an easy mark. Cletus delights 
in the country-boy bit, and plays it very well. 

With soft words designed to indicate his unawareness of the 
realm of business and commerce, Cletus admits to never having 
held what he refers to as a regular job in his life. 


But this gent is not innocent 
of the mercenary motivations 
lurking in the hearts of his fel- 
low-man. Not by a dang sight. 
Hulling is a horse-trader and, 
by reputation and by result, 
one of the best around these 
days in that old and exacting 
art. 

Starting without a plentitude 
of ready cash but with ideas in 
abundance, plus an acquired 
knowledge of horses and an in- 
stinctive knowledge of people, 


Hulling has built up one of the 
largest registered quarter-horse 
dealerships in the country. A 
visit to his 239-acre layout over 
in Cahokia, Ill—and he wel- 
comes visitors—is a delight for 
a couple of reasons: One, to 
watch the performance of those 
amazing animals called quarter 
horses as they cut out a calf 
and work it like a sheepdog 
with a charge, and, secondly, 
to watch the performance of 
Hulling the Horse-trader as he 
cuts a city-slicker customer out 
of the flock and does the same 
thing. 


Folks cOme from all over the 
country to buy horses from Hul- 
ling. It is commonplace, also, 
for him to buy or sell as many 
as 100 horses at a time, sight 
unseen, by telephone: 


Dickering for a horse seems 
to have always, down through 
recorded history, brought out 
a lot of dry humor to embellish 
what is essentially a hard busi- 
ness transaction. And Hulling 
is true to that tradition. 


He sets what would seem to 
be an almost touching confi- 
dence in the judgment of 
other traders, one of whom he 
comforted the other day when 
that worthy wondered cour- 
teously if perhaps a price might 
not be just a teensy bit tall. 

“Why, you know horses, and 
have real good eyes to see 
with,” Cletus said reassuringly. 
“I tell you, let's Bo over to my 
house for lunch.” Furthermore, 
he said in an aside, the 
other trader was past 21 years 
of age, a technical point seem- 
ingly having to do with the 
ground rules.

Quarter Horse Association, issu- 
ing a stud book and registry. 
But this remains one breed 
where performance, rather than 
conformation or ancestors, 
counts for most. 

The quarter horse is a sprint- 
er. For about that one-fourth 
of a mile he shows nothing but 
heels to any other racer. Over 
the long haul a thoroughbred 
will pass him. Even here the 
true quarter horse lover has an 
immediate answer: “it’s just 
that he finds it so easy to whip 
the competition he gets bored 
and quits.” 

~*~ * * 

HE quarter horse is the 
T ideal cattle horse. He is 

part of the history of the 
West. He can live off the range 
he works. He has enjoyed popu- 
larity as a polo pony. With typi- 
cal rangeman’s reverence, one 
history traces him back to “that 
bowlegged stockman, Cortez.” 


Early Texans found in the 
quarter horse an animal with 
an inbred and uncanny cow- 
sense. Legends were born, for- 
tunes made and lost in betting 
on individual horses. A horse 
from those long ago days, 
“Steel Dust,” remains the most 
famous, and quarter horses are 
sometimes called steel dusts. 


Said one authority: “Every 
horse trader who has not re- 
cently joined a church will 
modestly admit that his horses 
are direct descendants of Steel 
Dust.” 

But quarter horses have to 
prove their worth, Performance 
counts. Hulling is known far 
and wide as a superior trainer. 
What there is to know about 
these horses he knows, from 
the initial breaking on out. 
“Don't do as much bronc- 
stomping as I used to,” gaid 
Hulling, 39. “Hard on an old 
man." 

How come a nationally known 
dealer is located in the St. 
Louis area instead of down in

the 10-gallon hat and hyper- 
thyroid Chamber of Commerce 
belt? 

“The west is moving east,” 
Hulling explained, The tribe of 
the dude cowboy is on the in- 
crease. Ownership of horses as 
a hobby boomed during the 
golden-overtime days of World 
War II, slumped in postwar 
days, is once more headed up. 


One reason, said Hulling, is 
television. The constant ex- 
posure to televised horse operas 
not only drives parents into 
temporary insanity each and 
every Saturday but also seems 
to cause a great many individ- 
uals to ponder the potential in 
having a horse of their very 
own, Consequently, you find 
used car salesmen in California 
dealing in horses on the side, 
a situation to stagger the imagi- 
nation. A real estate man from 
Pittsburgh; Williard Hoop, was 
out at the Hulling spread buy- 
ing some horses—he is both a 
hobbyist and makes a business 
of horses, after beating an 
orderly retreat from the ad- 
vertising business, 


So, this is happening all over. 
You can feed one for 50 or 60 
cents a day. Famed as a cow 
horse they are equally good as 
a riding horse. 

“Boy, these days there are 
dude cowboys everywhere you 
go,” said Hulling, happily. The 
old road traders—gypsy traders 
—always said the quarter horse 
had nothing to fear from a 
mechanized age. They were, and 
are, irreplaceable professionals 
in the cow-chasing business. 
But the unpredicted popularity 
of the quarter-horse hobby, 
Hulling feels, is sort of a re- 
action against all this horse- 
power under hoods. 


After an MG or a Jaguar, 


what? Well, you can always get 
a horse. And lots of people are 
doing precisely that. Hulling 
feels that his Midwest location 
is a great advantage. St. Louis 
is not much of a horse town, 
as horse towns go, but Hulling 
has made a study of our local 
psychology and forecasts great 
things in. the horse field. 

“St. Louis doesn’t take to 
new ideas right off,” he said. 
“But when it does, it does it 
up right. There’s going to be a 
wonderful market around here. 
I can wait.” 

“What's this about you never 


_ having had a job in your life?” 


“Just never got around to 
working for anybody else,” 
Hulling said mildly. Of course, 
by working for himself he puts 
in from 12 to 18 hours a day 
but he prefers it that way. He 
is from Mascoutah, Ill., grew 
up on the farm of his father, 
listened to his father do horse- 
trading, grasped the idea one 
should get slightly more for a 
horse than one had invested in 
it. This struck his fancy.

FTER a stint in the Army, 
A as a return home, he 
found himself with quite a 
few horses and a rather brisk 
business over in Mascoutah. 
Some three years ago he was 
contemplating his future while 
watching a fat stock show. 
“Turned to the old buddy 
sitting with me and mentioned 
I knew where | could get 50 
horses reasonable,” he recalled. 
“Trouble was, I mentioned, | 
didn't have any good place to 
keep them. Of course, I didn't 
have too much money either. 
And it would take a right smart 
of money to get underway.”

and now mules, owns 39 acres, 
200 more, has an annual 
turnover of about 1500 horses 
a year and business is looking 
up. He and his wife also oper- 
ate a saddle sup and western 
wear store in East St. Louis. 

“This is undoubtedly the 
toughest trader in the busi- 
ness,” said Real Estate Man 
Hoop, good naturedly. 

“Now, Willard,” said Cletus. 

The living room of Hulling's 
home is practically foundering 
under its load of trophies. His 
and his wifé’s entries in shows 
have won award after award. 
One of the most coveted awards 
is the $1000 Stock Horse Stake 
at the Illinois State Fair— 
Hulling’s horses trotted off with 
it four years’ running. Hulling 
has been riding since he was 
three. 

How much does a quarter 
horse cost? That's like asking 
how high is up. It’s like saddles. 
Hullings knows a man who paid 
$37,500 for a saddle—and they 
can go lots higher than that, if 
you insist. But you can get an 
adequate saddle for a relatively 
few dollars. Same with horses. 

A quarter horse selling for 
several thousand is not particu- 
iarly-unusual. Hulling sold one 
the other day for $2500. Most 
go for a few hundred, some 
down close to the two-figure 
level. A non-registered pleas- 
ure horse for, say, $150. 

Hulling won't even set a price 
on Poco Tip, the animal he is 
working in the top picture on 
this page. (Poco Bueno, his sire, 
couldn't have been bought for 
$50,000—its owners kept it as 
a stud.) He brought Poco Tip 
out for a display of quarter 
horse skill, after we asked how 

smart horses really were, having 
been exposed to varying opin- 
ions. 

“Horses are lots smarter than 
some people,” Hulling said. 
This was damning with faint 
praise, we replied.

Some indication of its 
spread is in this: Mrs. Hulling 
started her western store in 
her home, mostly by accident 
because folks kept asking Cletus 
to bring them togs, saddles and 
so on back from Texas. Now 
it’s a brisk business and—just 
one item — a customer can 
choose from no fewer than 800 
pairs of boots. 

Hulling has bought and sold 
horses as far south as the Mex- 
ican border, as far north as 
Canada—just last week man- 
aged both geographical ex- 
tremes in the same deal. He 
bought some quarter horses 
down south, shipped them 
promptly off to Canada after 
making a deal with a purchaser 
he already knew was in the 
market. 

How long does it take to 
make a deal? 

“Oh, depends,” said Hulling, 
who gives up direct statements 
concerning his trade as easily 
as he gives up impacted wisdom 
teeth. “Sometimes a few min- 
utes. Maybe two, three days, 
other times.” 

“You mean bargaining may. 
go on that long?” 

“Well, you know how some 
folks are. They just don’t seem 
happy sometimés unless they 
sort of haggle around. Looks 
like sometimes: they can't ex- 
actly make up their mind.” 

' Where do out-of-town visitors 
stay while this two-three day 
feinting goes on? Cletus 
grinned: “Oh, we got a couple 
spare bedrooms. We accommo- 
date a lot of people that way.”

As might be ex- 
pected, the longét you go 
afield and the more aceur- 
ately you make yout obser- 
vations, the larger becomes 
the list of bird-songs that 
you recoghize. 

Despite all this and de- 
apite the excellent record- 
ings made by Dr. Arthur 
Allen of Corfell and a 
couple of good books on 
the subject, there is still 
a great deal we do not know about the singing of birds, It 
is easy to say, for example, that a male bird sounds his 
roundelay in spring to notify females in thé neighborhood 
of his presence and avallability—or to let other males khow 
he has established his nesting territory. But certainly this 
is only the beginning. It is far from explaifiing the wénder- 
ful performance put on by our mockingbird as he perches 
atop the telephone pole, singing his heart out and alter- 
nating arpeggios with acrobatics as he somersaults high into 
the air. Does he do this to entertain his mate as the broods 
her clutch of eggs in the heart of the multiflora hedge? Will 
she, if he stops singing, put him to work et the drudgery 
of sitting on the nest? Or does he, at some poetic natur- 
alists believe, sing for sheer joy of living? 
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There are a hundred interesting and practical 
observations which can be made about the singing 
of birds, Take, for example, the matter of singing 
perches which many ornithologists have recognized 
as important. If advertising is the purpose of 
a song, then a prominent perch may be important. 
Thus the brilliant eardinal in the treetop where 
he is readily seen, the meadowlark on the fence- 
post where his yellow vest shows to advantage, the 
red-winged blackbird swaying on a cattail where 
he can hardly help but attract notice,

@® ALMOST ANY BIRD of the fields and woods will some- 
times, from our observation, sing from a high perch. But 
will it also sing from a low one—or from the ground? Often 
as we drive down the back road to the lower fields, we see 
the beautiful little indigo bunting on the ground at the 
roadside, It is, indeed, one of the most fearless of all our 
songsters, letting us approach almost to within reaching dis- 
tance. Yet I am not conscious of ever having heard the 
song of the indigo bunting from ground level. Instead, it 
is always high up on the phone wire or the tip of some tall 
shrub. Here with uptilted head, the bird pours out his simple 
melody, But note this odd thing about the indigo; although 
it sings modestly throughout the spring and éarly summer, 
it is in July and August when other songbirds are silént 
that the indigo really comes ifte its own.

Our horned larks—incidentally, the only true 
American larks — are ground-loving birds that 
rarely pérch on afiything higher than a clod, And 
this is the height from which they sing—except 
when their tinkling, high-pitched note comes float- 
ing down to us from far up in the air, The small- 
est sparrows—Henslow and grasshopper—-will sing 
from &@ perch a foot or two above the ground, while 
stich lafger species as thé field and chipping spar- 
rows like to be at the top of a small tree. The dick- 
cissel, although it nests almost at ground level and 
will sing from the top of a tall thistle, really prefers 
more altitude for seriots concertizing; while the 
yellow-breasted chat puts forth its clown-like per- 
formance from the highest eminence it can find,

@ THIS CHAT is an odd fellow; one of the really shy war- 
blers when you are looking for him. When you turn away 
for a moment, he comes out to the tip of a branch in plain 
sight with cocked head and comically drooped wings. Then 
out of sight he goes, to commence at once his odd and un- 
musical song which John Burroughs accurately transcribed 
as “C-r-r-r, whrtr, that’s it, chee, quack, cluck,—yit, yit, yit, 
now hit it, t-r-r-r-when, caw, dw, caw, cut, tea, boy, Who, 
who, mew, méw” and 80 ad infinitum. 

The delightful thing about this season is that the birds 
sing all day long. Ginnie hears more of the early symphony 
than I do, for she has a habit of wakening at dawn to wan- 
der about the yard for a half hour and then going back to 
steal another nap. And there's no gainsaying this is an eén- 
chanting time of day—with clouds turning pink above Bu- 
ford and white mist rolling up from Saline Creek and the

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songbirds going full tilt. At this hour the first cock quail 
whistles a ringing “bobwhite,.” The cardinal is in an ecstasy, 
making a perfect fool of himself over his olive-colored. mate 
near their hest in the buckthorn tree. The mockingbird 
tunes up, a thrasher answefs from the rose hedge, the 
phoebe boasts of the youngsters in the nest under the 
mathine-shed eavés. By the time the sun and I are up— 
say, slong about 5:30—I can add bluebirds, Carolina and 
Bewicx and house wrens, the white-eyed vireo, wood pewee, 
meadowlark, dickcissell, chat, yellow-billed cuckoo and a 
dozen gaore to the list. 

One of these days when time slows dowh ahd wé grow 
younger, we are going to take a season to learn more about 
bird-song. We'll pick our favorites and find out how maiy 
kinds of sorig the male birds have, what each is used fer, 
how frequency of singing vates with season and nesting 
cycle and with the hour of day. Here is a field which is, 
despite all we know about the songbirds, still wide open 
to amateur faturalists. Time, patience, a keen ear, @ @mail 
notebook and a good pair of bifoculars are the only equip- 
ment required for exhaustive research. And the birtis you 
study will become intimate friends instead of strangers or, 
at best, mere nodding acquaintances,

HEN we heard that Harris Armstrong, St. Louis architect, 
W had been commissioned by the United States State. Depart- 
ment to put up a consulate building in the far-flung, heat- 
ridden sands of Iraq, which is about as far as you can get from 
the woods and dells of St. Louis county where Armstrong has 
long held forth as an apostle of functionalism, it seemed a logical 
thing to go out and learn how it came about. 
Armstrong’s name, as a matter of record, has well been 
known in architectural circles, not only in St. Louis but else- 
where, since he made something of a reputation for himself with 


the design of a filling station, back in the early thirties. 


Armstrong was a captive archi- 
tect in those days, working for 
an oil company. The oil company 
gave him his head and the fill- 
ing station, built at Lindell and 
Vandeventer, was such a radical 
departure, even in a field which 
had no known precepts, that it 
won Armstrong considerable 
attention, if not much else. But 
those were the days of his 
youth and the days of the de- 
pression, when even attention 
was welcome. 

Since then Armstrong has 
gone on to bigger and better 
things and some of his houses 
and buildings are recognized 
as landmarks of modern archi- 
tecture in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county. 

These include his own home 
and. office at 200 Sappington 
road, which he designed for 
himself, something which few 
architects have the nerve to do. 
The house is a split-level job 
of the kind that usually brings 
out the sharp division among 
people in their reaction to mod- 
ern architecture. It isn’t the 
kind of house you can just take 
or leave alone. You're either 
for or against it. 

It’s the sort of house which 
blends, in the Frank Lloyd 
Wright tradition, into its sur- 
rounding landscape. The land- 
scape in this case is a hilly, 
wooded section which borders 
the golf links of Westborough 
Country Club. The house, which 
is made of redwood, cypress, 
glass and brick, sort of nestles 
on a wooded, cut-down hillside 
which places its various sides 
at different levels. There are a 
lot of flowers and shrubs ar- 
ranged in a manner which makes 
them part of the architectural 
scheme. 

We rang the doorbell and no~- 
body answered. Then we noticed 
a neat little hand-lettered sign, 
done in color on a slab of stain- 
ed wood which said, “This is 
the House. The office is down 
there 300 yards away.” An arrow 
in the sign points the way. 

Following the direction of the 
arrow we walked down a wind- 
ing drive into the valley below, 
and turning a corner we came 
to the combination studio and 
office. It too is modern, done 
in rough, stained wood. One 
side, where young -afrchitects 
and draftsmen work, is a wall 
of glass.

FTER four years he finally 
saw one of his modern plans 
materialize—the caddy house 
at Crystal Lake Country Club. 
Then the next year he built the 
office for Dr. Leo Shanley, in 
Clayton, which is one of his first 
landmarks, and won him a silver 
medal from the French govern- 
ment. After that came the fill- 


ing station referred to before 
which was written up in archi- 


tectural journals as an out- 
standing piece of architecture. 
It has since been torn down and 
rebuilt, which Armstrong finds 
a little saddening. 

His first residential job, in 
which he got a chance to give 
full expression to his ideas on 
functionalism, was the home of 
Carl and Gerty Cori of Washing- 
ton University, the Nobel prize 
winners. After that came a 
number of residences in the 
county, all of modern design. 
In those days he was leading the 
way. 

“Now,” he says with a wry 
smile, “I'm known as ‘the old 
man of modern architecture.” 

In recent years, having more 
or less proved his point where 
homes are concerned, he has 
branched out into industrial 
buildings. One of his best 
known is the Magic Chef build- 
ing. It has since been purchased 
by a labor union which has been 
making some alterations which, 
to Armstrong, is understandably 
little short of desecration. “It's 
like seeing your child being 
operated on by a mad doctor,” 
he says. 

He also did the laboratories 
building at Washington Univer- 
sity, the Scruggs-Vandervoort- 
Barney store in Clayton, and at 
present is at work on the new 
engineering building for Mc-

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RMSTRONG is a terrific 
worker, a craftsman of the 
old school who likes to de- 

sign even the fixtures, hard- 

ware and decorations for his 
buildings, and refuses to com- 
promise with his ideals. 

“You get no satisfaction,” he 
explains, “out of doing work 
you don’t believe in.” For that 
reason he has turned down jobs, 
even from good friends, who 
wanted something copied out of 
a home-making m ne. 

Anyway, he is convinced that 
houses are going to follow auto- 
mobiles and everything else now 
being’ manufactured in this 
country, in that they will be 
turned out on the production 
line. He isn’t too sure it’s a bad 
idea, average taste being what 
it is. 

“They will be houses of 
component parts which will lock 
together,” he says. “There will 
be a lot of synthetic materials, 
along with pre-cast steel and 
concrete. They will be good, ef- 
ficient houses. They may not 
reflect anyone's personality, but 
they will be good machines, 
just like your automobile.”

JET AIRLINERS VISIT 


French Plane Is First of Its Kind to Call Her 


HEN THE 5S00-MILE-AN-HOUR Caravelle sat 

down at Lambert-St. Louis Field recently, 

it was the first landing here of a jet com- 
mercial airliner. The Caravelle represents France's 
bid for the jet airliner market. 

Observers here were impressed by the plane's 
uncluttered lines, achieved by mounting of its two 
Rolls-Royce engines on the sides of the rear fuse- 
lage. This means there are no engines, nacelles 
or mounting pylons to disturb the airflow over the 
wings. With these powerplants away from the 
wing fuel tanks, it is calculated that fire hazard is 
reduced, and because the engines are behind the 
passengers, noise within the cabin is held to a 
minimum. 

The plane's interior appointments are plush. 
Cloth - like gray material, edged in gold, ornaments 
the cabin. Seats are a combination orange-red 
and deep green. There are tables for cards or food 
and drinks. Soft background music flows from sev- 
eral speakers. There is a feeling of spaciousness. 
And as the Caravelle gains altitude there is an 
almost complete loss of flying sensation. 

Intended for medium-length air routes, the 
Caravelle has a range of 2200 miles. It carries 52 
age rs, cruises at from 20,000 to 40,000 feet.

A ord was established when Captain 
J. W. Kittinger Jr., an Air Force test 
pilot, soared to an altitude of 96,000 feet 
—more than 18 miles. Kittinger took off 
from Fleming Field at South St. Paul, Min- 
nesota, ascended to his maximum alti- 
tude in 78 minutes, and remained aloft 
for an hour and a half before landing 
about 80 miles away at Weaver, Minne- 
sota. He was ordered down when a fail- 
ure developed at his end of the voice 
radio connection with ground crewmen. 
The flight was made to gather data that 
may e valuable in rocket and high- 
altitude manned flights of the future. It 
exceeded by nearly four miles the pre 
vious record of 76,000 feet, set over 
Rapid City, South Dakota, last Novem- 
ber by two Navy commanders.

The man who had been King of Eng- 


land, 21 years ago, sat on a couch in the , 


white-and-gold living room of his suite 
at the Waldorf Towers here. 

“Your Royal Highness,” I asked, 
“have you ever regretted the historic de- 
cision you made in 1936?” 

Neat, almost dapper in a gray 
double-breasted suit and a tie fashioned 
in the famous Windsor knot, the Duke 
leaned forward. 

“May I correct a misapprehension 
which has existed all these years?” he 
said quietly. “To say that I renounced 
the throne for love implies that, con- 
fronted with the choice between the 
two, I chose the latter. It was not as 
simple as that. 

“Another factor was involved. 

“I shall explain in a moment, but 
first you ask if there was regret. Yes, 
there was, and regret is a word far too 
weak to describe my true feelings. | 
would say there was an overwhelming 
sadness in my heart at leaving Great 
Britain and its people. 

“No one saw the tears in my eyes 
that foggy December morning as | stood 
on the bridge of the destroyer that was 
taking me away from my country after 
those dreadful weeks.” 

He paused for a full minute, then 
began again: 

“There has been criticism in some 
quarters through the vears that I did 
not want to be King, that I put my per- 
sonal feelings above the throne and 
above my duty, that I left because of a 
craving for private happiness. 


“| Wished to Be King” 


“This is a lie. I say it now and for 
all time! 

“All my life I trained for the job and 
for 24 years as Prince of Wales I served 
my country and the Commonwealth de- 
votedly. For a year as King I worked 
as hard and selflessly as I knew how. 

“Of course I wished to be King. 
More, | wished to remain King. 

“But did I ever regret the decision to 
abdicate? No, I did not. Certainly, | 
was sorry to leave my country and my 
people — but, given the alternatives 
with which I was faced, I have never 
had the slightest misgivings about the 
wisdom of my choice.” 

“Sir,” I said, “let me put the question 
another way. If the calendar could be 
turned back, would you do the same 
thing today?” 

Unhesitatingly, the Duke replied: “I 
most certainly would. Nothing has oc- 
curred to alter my views. Confronted 
with the same circumstances, I would 
do now as I did then.”

“The full quotation in that talk. 
which I made from Windsor Cast 
December 11, 1936, a few hours b 
fore I left England, reads: ‘But you 
must believe me when I tell you that | 
have found it impossible to carry th« 
heavy burden of responsibility and to 
discharge my duties as King, as I wish 
to do, without the help and support o! 
the woman I love .. .’ 

“I now underscore the key words. 
‘help and support.’ Let me explain. 
The former King leaned back, ran his 
fingers through his hair, then went on

Sheaves of papers are presented for the 
King’s perusal, approval and signature. 

“All this office work must be accom- 
plished in between seeing officials and 
delegations, as many as eight or 10 or 
more each day. And yet this is only part 
of the job. There are outside duties in- 
volving travel to all parts of the country 
and often beyond. The royal household 
and estates, with all their financial and 
other problems, must be administered. 

“Now a man who works hard at his 
job wants — no, needs — a wise, sym- 
pathetic and loyal person with whom 
he can discuss the kind of day he has 
had, the problems that confronted him 
and those he must face on the morrow.” 

The Duke's voice, soft and calm, 
now took on a new note. It was still low, 
but there was a special tone in it. He 
was saying something which had lain 
in his heart for years. 

“Every man in Great Britain, Amer- 
ica and elsewhere has this opportunity 
which was being denied to me. The 
prospect of facing months and years of 
this loneliness in a position of such 
grave responsibility was to me an in- 
tolerable one. 

“I wanted, I needed, a kind and de- 
voted wife. I asked for the same chance 
of sharing my life as every other man 
is granted. 

“This was uppermost in my mind 
during those crucial days and I com- 
municated the thought in my Abdica- 
tion message to the Prime Minister. 


A Bleak Outlook 


“In that message I did not elaborate 
on my reasons, but I do now. A solitary 
life stretched before me, a life of aching 
loneliness. For the rest of my days I 
could expect to work under a truly stag- 
gering load in a position of highest 
importance, without the comfort, help 
and support of one I held dear. 

“But, you may ask, why not marry 
someone else? Surely, had you given up 
Wallis, eventually someone else might 
have come along. 

“I knew then that the chances were 
strong that I would never have married 
had I given up Wallis. I was 41 at the 
time and I had met the woman I could 
love deeply and unselfishly. The 
chance I would meet another with the 
same quick interest in my work, the 
same perception and devotion and 
whom I could love as much was non- 
existent. 

“And I would not marry except for 
love. I was unutterably opposed to a 


royal ‘marriage of convenience’ with 
an acceptable person. 

“Therefore I made my choice. I trust 
that now the reason for that choice is 
clouded no longer.” 

Never before had'the Duke of Wind 
sor spoken so fully about his reasons 
for leaving the throne of England. 

After a suitable pause, I ventured on 
a new subject. What, I was curious to 
know, are the Duke’s ingredients for a 
good and successful union? 


Tastes Are Vital 


He laughed. “The only marriage 
upon which I am qualified to speak as 
an authority is my own,” he said. “But 
so far as my marriage is concerned 
apart from the element of love, which 
has remained and deepened as the years 
went on — I count a similarity of tastes 
as the most important ingredient. The 


Duchess and I love gardening, we share 


fondness for travel, for books, for our 
dogs and for art.” 

“Are there no points of difference, no 
conflicts?” 

“Oh yes,” the Duke replied. “I did 
not mean to imply that we have identi 
cal tastes in all things, only in the ma 
jority of them. There’s golf, for ex 
ample. I’m extremely fond of golf but 
the Duchess, while she plays a fair 
game, doesn’t care for it at all. 

“She has her own varied interests. 
She spent two years off and on writing 
her memoirs, The Heart Has Its Rea 
sons, and she occupies herself consid: 
erably with charitable work and with 
our friends in America and France. 

“Incidentally, our joint enthusiasm 
for art has led to the establishment of 
the Windsor Awards, the first of which 
were granted only recently. A French 
and an American brush painter have 
been selected for ‘travel in each others 
countries to perfect and develop their 
art. In years to come, we hope that the 
awards may be extended and in 
creased.” 

It was time to go. As the Duke 
walked with me to the door, I asked one 
final question: “On this, the 20th an 
niversary of your marriage, how would 
you sum things up?” 

The Duke of Windsor’s face broke 
into a smile. “I have been extreme!) 
happy in these two decades,” he said. 
“My marriage has brought me much 
joy. I 2an truly say that, with the Duch- 
ess at my side, I am happier now than 
the day we were married.

- Father is the BOSS

PORTLAND, ORE. 
N A TWO-STORY stucco house here, with a wife and 
| three lively children, lives a man who might be 
called a rare bird in modern America: a genuine, 
old-fashioned father. 

He is Brongwyn (Bronk) Williams, a lumber 
broker, 43, wiry and graying. All his life he has been 
scrappy and self-assertive. Once a college football 
coach commented on his size; Bronk shot back, “I’m 
little but I'm tough.” In an age when many fathers 
have melted into the family background, Bronk rules 
the Williams household with a mailed fist — though 
often in a velvet glove. 

And his family — his wife Barbara, 37; daughter 
Lex, 13; son David, 10, and daughter BeeGee, 9 — 
appears to like it. Here are fatherly decisions that have 
gone through with a minimum of protest: 

e Barbara admires fluffy Italian haircuts. Bronk 
likes “his women” with long hair. Result: Barbara, 
Lex and BeeGee all have long hair. 

e The children can’t stand to eat fish. Bronk is 
convinced it’s good for them. Result: Fish turns up 
frequently on the Williams table. 

@ Barbara has been active in community affairs. 
Recently Bronk decided they interfered with her fam- 
ily duties. Result: In one day she cut ‘way down 6n 
PTA, United Fund and Neighborhood House work. 

_ @ Bronk knows just one dance — the waltz. Re- 
sult: When they go dancing, the orchestra can play 
samba, calypso or rock-and-roll. The Williamses waltz. 

No detail is too small for fatherly decision. Bronk 
decides bedtime (8:30 even for Lex), what music 
they'll listen to, how much tomboyish Lex will pay 
for a softball glove. 


He’s Confident Yet Loving 


“That's the way it’s always been with us, and the 
way it should be,” says Bronk, seemingly out of life- 
long conviction. His own father, he says, believed in 
peace at any price; that may beone reason for his feel- 
. ing. But Bronk always has been an executive type and 
supremely confident. For example, he once took a 
police exam on a bet. And he gave up a good personnel 
position to take his present broker's job. 

If, as he admits, he often “blows his stack,” he also 
can be warm, loving.and genial; when he cracks down, 
it's for his family’s good. Bronk has no use for wishy- 
washy fathers, some of whom, he knows, admire him 
on the sly. He has been pleased recently to see psy- 
chologists calling for reinstatement of Father and more 


/ 


firmness in child-rearing. (See “ ‘Old-Fashioned’ par- 
ents are right,” PARADE, Jan. 13.) 

Recently a session of the National Catholic Family 
Life Conference devoted its whole four days to redefin- 
ing the role of Father. To some child experts, today’s 
whole youth problem is rooted in the decline and fall 
of Father. In their view, children have grown up with- 
out respect for the authority a strong father symbolizes. 
They have known few or no limits on their behavior. 
They have no strong, protective image to admire. They 
have been treated hesitantly, with soft voices. From 
all this has come a weakening of family ties and a 
decline in morality. 

These experts feel that parents, in a word, have 
been too fearful their children would be “frustrated.” 
But are the Williams kids frustrated? Lex, David and 
BeeGee are skylarking, happy youngsters; any malad- 
justment is pretty well hidden. 


When He’s Wrong, He Admits It 


“Daddy's strict, but not too strict,” says Lex, oldest 
and most thoughtful of the three. “He lets you know 
what you can do and what you can’t do, and that’s 
that. I'd rather have it that way than have a family 
where nobody’s boss and everybody runs wild.” 

In trying to build character, Bronk doesn’t kid him- 
self that he’s always right. “When I’m shown I'm 
wrong, I'll admit it and change the decision,” he says 
— and his wife bears him out. He also admits he is 
inconsistent. Recently Bronk, who believes in being 
well-dressed, sent 17 suits to the cleaners at once. 
BeeGee added two skirts. The bill was staggering, and 
Bronk blew up. “BeeGee,” he said, “you shouldn't get 
your skirts so dirty.” 

If old-fashioned fatherhood means an occasional 
dash of injustice, the Williams variety has compensa- 
tions. “You can talk to Daddy,” BeeGee says. “You 


can’t talk back to him, but you can talk to him, and _ 


he'll listen.” 

From the children, however, Bronk demands re- 
spect.-He hasn't spanked any of them in years — “I 
haven’t had to,” he: says — but the whole family 
knows that when he’s decided something, it’s decided. 
“But Bronk wouldn’t like us to be mousy,” Barbara 
says. “He demands conflict.” All four stand up for 
their ideas, knowing that Bronk will make up his own 
mind in the end. 

Sometimes, in place of direct assault, they outflank 
him. For years, for instance, Barbara had been begging 
to have the kitchen remodeled. Bronk contended they 


couldn't afford it. Last year, while he was away, Bar- 
bara took the bull by the horns and had the job done. 
When Bronk came back, he hit the newly beamed 
ceiling, but Barbara faced him down with facts and 
figures. A few weeks later he was claiming it was his 
own idea. i 

And David and his dad long have been at swords’ 
points about David's piano practice. Recently, told to 
perform for guests, David flashed a sardonic: humor: 
he thumped out Nobody Knows the Trouble I've Seen. 

In his role as old-fashioned father, Bronk is not 
the patriarch who disciplines but fails to embrace his 
family. In spite of his opinions about “family co-opera- 
tives” — “If everyone decides, no one decides,” he 
says — Bronk is determined that all the family’s af- 
fairs be on the table and that the members have no 
secrets from one another. He insists they do things as 
a family. 

Thus they swim at the Multnomah Athletic Club 
pool on Sundays — together. Summers are spent at 
Barbara's grandparents’ old home in Oysterville, on 
the ocean —— together. When they go to a movie, they 
go together. 

Bronk’s rule is: “If one goes, everyone goes. If one 
stays, everyone stays.” A number of family conflicts 
have centered around this decision. Often, on switm- 
ming days, Barbara would prefer to stay home and 
escape the kids for a while. But if she says so, Bronk 
will reply, “Okay, then we'll all stay home.” 

The annual trip to Oysterville also has been a sore 
point. Now that she’s into her teens, Lex would prefer 
to stay in Portland among her friends. Her mother 
would like week-end visits to the beach instead of 
spending three months there. For one thing, the fam-

ily operates a small mail-order business, packing and 
selling smoked oysters; so summers at Oysterville must 
be spent gathering and scrubbing shells and labeling 
packages. Then there’s the matter of week-end guests. 
Once last year Bronk invited 42. 

This blanket invitation was typical of Bronk, who 
is wildly generous. Recently Barbara admired an $18 
cashmere sweater; Bronk promptly went out and 
bought one costing twice as much. He wants the best 
of everything, even if this means passing up some 
things they can’t afford. “I'd rather be shabby than 
shoddy,” he says. 

How to spend their $10,000-plus income has been 
the root of one of the “conflicts” Barbara mentions. 
Bronk handled the finances for a while; then he 
turned the job over to Barbara, although continuing 
to oversee her bookkeeping; then he decided it really 
was a man’s job and took over again. According to 
Barbara’s version, she couldn’t balance the books be- 
cause he kept drawing checks without recording them. 

A “modern” father might extend this generosity to 
his children, but not Bronk. He wants to teach them 
responsibility and thrift, so they get small allowances 
— 50¢ a week for Lex, 25¢ for David and BeeGee. 
Large items must be saved for. 


Peace — but Control, Too 


Bronk also drives the three about schoolwork, with- 
out worrying about frustrating them. He insists on 
signing their report cards, and the ceremony often is 
accompanied by pointed questions.

]. T. Rutherford of El Paso, Tex. He recently 
advised colleagues and constituents how to 
live: “So that you wouldn't be ashamed to 
sell the family parrot to the town gossip.” 

Speaking of politicians, former President 
Herbert Hoover told why they like fishing. 
The public lets themalone, he said, only 
when they fish or pray — “and you can't 
spend all your time on your knees.” 

Even baseball umpires can be funny. Be- 
fore a game last year, umpire Larry Goetz 
drew a comparison. “Like women,” he said, 
“umpires make quick decisions, never reverse 
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themselves — and they don’t think a man is 
safe when he’s out.” 

Clergymen of all faiths have shown they 
have as sharp an eye for a quick rejoinder as 
the Pope or Bishop Sheen. Someone asked 
Methodist Bishop Donald H. Tippett of San 
Francisco whether he believed the Bible story 
about the parting of the Red Sea. 

“Why not?” replied the Bishop. “After all, 
if Cecil B. DeMille can do it in The Ten 
Commandments, I imagine God could have 
done it too.”

Baruch, on his 86th birthday: “To me, old 
age is always 10 years older than I am.” 

Still and all, concedes Droke, the celebri- 
ties of the entertainment world — or their 
press. agents —- get the most publicity yard- 
age from their “ad-libs.” Last year, for ex- 
ample, singing idol Elvis Presley barged into 
the headlines when he bit a lady photogra- 
pher, then apologized by explaining: 

“Ah was only trying to be friendly, like a 
li'l puppy dog.” 

Steadiest source of doubtful ad-libs, of 
course, are the glamor-girl actresses, Droke 
cites a recent one that helped make French 
actress Martine Carol better known. Giving 
a new reason for bleaching hair, she told a 
reporter: 

“Nobody expects a blonde to keep the con- 
versation going.” 

The moral of all this, for young people 
looking for success: Make sure that whatever 
you say is right — and funny. ca

FATHER?

The picture above is the only known likeness of a 
man who rates a special salute on Father’s Day. One 
reason is that he’s probably the world’s most distin- 
guished forgotten father. The irony, of course, is 
that while he enjoyed a rather large degree of fame 
and success in his own day; it was the larger fame of 
his son that obscured him: His son, in fact, practi- 
cally rendered him a play on words.

1 He surveyed the boundary between the United 
States and Canada from Lake Superior to the Lake 
of the Woods.

His father, an Army officer, 
christened him after a great U.S. patriot who had 
died the year before.

He had a talent for draw- 
ing that apparently ran in the family. 

7 As a small boy he lived at Fort Dearborn, only a 
stone's throw from the place where, more than 100 
years later, his son’s most celebrated painting was 
shown at the Chicago World’s Fair. 

8 His son was born in 1834 at Lowell, Mass., where 
the father was busy designing steam engines. 

9 In 1843, he took his family to Russia, where he 
built the Moscow-St. Petersburg Railroad. Czar 
Nicholas selected him because, “Of all those with 
whom we communicated, no one impressed us as 
possessing such extraordinary talent as he.” 

10 He still was in Russia when he died suddenly, 
in 1849.

HOLLYWOOD. 
The best time to interview an actress 
like Inger Stevens is now. 

Next month her first film — Man on 
Fire, with Bing Crosby — will be re- 
leased. At that point the dimpled young 
blonde, born Inger Stensland in 
Sweden 22 years ago, suddenly will 
find herself fenced in by press agents, 
executives, columnists and fan-maga- 
zine writers. 

The press agents will counsel her to 
say nothing of her marriage and cur- 
rent divorce proceedings. The execu- 
tives will say they are building her up 
as a replacement for Grace Kelly, and 
tell her to dress and behave accordingly. 
The columnists will demand Freudian 
details of her dates with Crosby, her 
co-star. The writers will ask her to re- 
veal her favorite colors — and when 
does she plan to repaint her bedroom? 

The total effect on Inger will be con- 
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fusion. Gradually her true personality 
will be submerged. After a while she 
will begin to dress and behave the way 
‘Hollywood wants her to. With that, 
the identity of Inger Stensland will start 
to fade and the new screen personality 
of Inger Stevens will emerge, 


So Far, So Good 


At the moment, however, Inger re- 
mains herself. She wears little makeup, 
looks more like a coed than an actress 
who studied under Lee Strasberg of the 
Actors’ Studio in New York. She speaks 
openly and honestly in simple sen- 
tences; she dresses in uncolorful 
clothes; she lives modestly in a small 
Westwood apartment, owns no auto- 
mobile and says candidly, “Although 
I’m earning $600 a week, I'm not too 
crazy about Hollywood.” | 

A product of television, Inger began 
her career by appearing in video com- 
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mercials. Gradually she worked up to 
leading roles in top dramatic programs. 
Last year Paramount Studios, in dire 
need of new leading ladies, screen- 
tested her and signed her for 52 weeks 
at $600 a week. (Most Hollywood 
newcomers are signed for 20 weeks at 
$250. Inger has a very good agent. ) 

It then happened that Bing Crosby, 
lounging in the den of his Holmby Hills 
mansion, saw a television play dealing 
with the effect of divorce on a boy and 
his estranged parents. Its title: Man 
on Fire. Next day, Crosby told producer 
Sol Siegel he thought it had great pos- 
sibilities as a Bing Crosby movie. 

Since Siegel and Crosby are partners 
(they had co-produced High Society), 
Siegel went to work..He got a copy of 
the teleplay and bought it for Bing — 
who, incidentally; doesn’t sing in the 
movie version. He cast TV actress Mary 
Fickett as Crosby's estranged wife. For 
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the love interest, he was undecided 
until he watched Inger Stevens in a 
video play and liked what he saw. She 
struck him as a young Ingrid Bergman 
— wholesome, beautiful, intelligent. 
Next day he made inquiry about her. 
He learned that she’d been born in 
Stockholm on October 18, 1934. Her 
father, a public-school teacher, fre- 
quently directed college plays when 
Inger was a child. He and her mother 
also todk part in amateur theatricals. 
The parents were divorced when she 
was still small. Her father (now head 
of the adult-education department at. 
Texas’ Tech in Lubbock, Tex.) emi- 
grated to New York. When Inger was 
13, she and her younger brother sailed 
on a freighter to join him. They landed 
at New Orleans, made their way to 
New York with the help of Travelers 

Aid and a Salvation Army man. 
In New York, Inger went to high

school and learned English. (Today 
she speaks without the slightest ac- 
cent.) She finished school in Manhat- 
tan, Kans., where her father had taken 
a teaching job. Then she returned 
to New York and, producer Siegel 
learned, worked on the stage and in 
summer stock. 

The name Stevens, he was told, had 
been given her by New York agent 
Tony Soglio — her husband. “I also 
was told,” Siegel recalls, “that she was 
one terrific actress and that she was 
under contract to my old studio, Para- 
mount. So I gave her a test. I liked her. 
Then I discussed her with Bing.” 

Crosby, in addition to his other tal- 
ents, has a reputation for giving young- 
sters a break. (He was willing to co-star 
with Rhonda Fleming, Mitzi Gaynor 
and Dorothy Lamour when each was 
relatively fresh in Hollywood.) This 
time he agreed with Siegel, who 
promptly borrowed Inger Stevens and 
shot the picture at MGM. Siegel adds: 

“Unless we're both lousy judges, this 


: kid’s got what it takes to become a star 


— talent, personality and beauty.” 
How did Inger feel, getting her first 
movie role opposite Bing Crosby? 
- “The first day of rehearsals,” she 
says, “I was so nervous I thought he'd 
fire me. Instead, he was very quiet. I 
found out later that Bing Crosby takes 
a good deal of knowing. He weighs 
things very carefully. He’s cautious. If

he likes someone, he opens up. But this 
takes time. 

“He’s extremely likable and an ex- 
tremely fine actor. Essentially, he’s an 
instinctive actor who doesn’t realize 
how good he really is. He’s not im- 
pressed with himself at all. The one 
thing that bothers him in front of a 
camera és-a lot of takes. He gets stale 
quickly. The first take is usually the 
best for him. 

“I'd been on the film two days when 
I had to go to the hospital for an ap- 
pendectomy. When I came back, Bing 
greeted me like an old friend. We'd all 
have tea at 4 o'clock, just sit around 
and talk. 


A Well-rounded Man 


“I've dated him several times, and 
for an actor he’s unusual. He doesn’t 
like to talk about himself. He’s ex- 
tremely well-read and interested in 
more subjects than show business. He 
knows so much about politics, sports, 
painters and writers you wouldn't be- 
lieve it. He’s one of the most well- 
rounded gentlemen I’ve ever met. 

“After you go out with Bing, you're 
spoiled for young men of, say, 25 or 
26.” 

Inger currently is in the process of 
obtaining a divorce from a mani of 33, 
agent Tony Soglio, whom she married 
two years ago. Just why she wants the 
divorce Soglio doesn’t know. “I can’t 


figure it out,” he says. “I've taken care 
of this girl ever since she came back to 
New York in 1954. I got her jobs in 
TV. I put her in summer stock. I got 
her picture on the covers of different 
magazines. I married her and worked 
my head off. I used every contact, every 
person of importance I knew. I got her 
offers from every studio in Hollywood. 

“Then she goes out there and writes 
that she wants a separation. Now, she 
wants a divorce. I tell you I'm crushed. 
I can't understand what's happened to 
her.” 

Inger admits that she’s not particu- 
larly easy to understand. “I'm a mixture 
of many heritages and environments,” 


- she points out. “In particular, the en- 


vironmental changes I’ve made have al- 
ways been drastic. I'm sure they've af- 
fected my personality. 

“Right now I consider myself a very 
fortunate girl. I'm doing what I like 
best — acting. In Man on Fire I play a 
lawyer's »secretary who saves Bing 
Crosby from making a lot of mistakes. 
In the end we wind up together. 

“It’s a good part, but the picture is 
basically a Crosby vehicle. It was one 
of the most rewarding experiences of 
my young life playing opposite Bing. I 
hope I'm lucky enough to do it again.” 

Things being as they are, the betting 
here is that Inger’s hope will be real- 
ized. But by that time the interview- 
er's job will be a tougher one. ©

LOVERS’ QUARREL: The troubled ex- 
pressions tell their story. Most often this 
photo is said to represent the first big 
“blowup” of a new marriage — or the 
first disagreement of an engaged couple. 
Interestingly, many people say the two 
will patch up their differences and be 
happy once again. This couple was not 
married, but, like other subjects, posed 
for Dr. Steltz — who shot all the photos. 


DISCIPLINE: This photo is said by dis- 
cussion groups to depict a son who has 
somehow misbehaved. His father, after 
discovering the misbehavior, is about to 
discipline the youngster. His mother’s 
worried expression is often interpreted 
as one of fear and misgiving concerning 
the form of punishment. Some people 
think the child stole money; others say 
he probably broke a valuable object. . 


a housewife, is said to have overspent her 
household budget. She is holding a hat 
which she seems to be arguing about. 
The husband is considered a reasonable 
sort, apparently holding a budget list. 
This photo has triggered all sorts of dis- 
cussion about overextended spenders and 
how much it actually takes to feed fami- 
lies of specific sizes nowadays. 


DATING AND GOING STEADY: This pro- 
vocative photo has not been used yet by 
Dr. Steltz. However, her idea was that 
it would spark discussion concerning 
courtship, petting and related matters. 
As Dr. Steltz sees it, the couple is not 
married. The picture could rouse discus- 
sion on: Is this acceptable behavior in 
the home? In a parked car? Do many 
parents sanction this sort of thing? 


AUTHORITY: An auto parked in a 
clearly marked “no-parking” zone sug- 
gests citizenship problems, ways in which 
you encounter defiance of authority and 
your responsibility in the community. In 
addition, this photo stimulates discus- 
sion on special circumstances in which 
you~can justifiably skirt authority. It 
even can set off talks on parking-space 
shortages in your own community. 


THE MOTHER-IN-LAW: First reaction of 
many people is that the wife (r.) resents 
interference of her mother-in-law or her 
husband's mother-in-law in caring for 
her newborn baby. The husband is seen 
as siding with the mother-in-law. Some 
people say she lives with the young 
couple, others say it is her home. On 
occasion this photo has stimulated dis- 
cussion of problems of the aged. 
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The photos you saw on page 32 (and repro- 
duced at the left) have one simple purpose: 
to encourage people to think and talk about mat- 
ters close to home —- marriage, money, children, 
community problems. They are part of a new 
picture manual, As You See It. 

Devised by Dr. Catherine E. Steltz, coordi- 
nator of student affairs at Detroit's Merrill- 
Palmer School, ‘As You See It is being used in 
many parts of the U. S. by PTAs, church and 
youth groups and in high schools and colleges. 

Why do you need picture-boosters to get you 
to talk about daily living? Dr. Steltz explains: 

Moral and ‘social thinking is betng modified 
constantly. There always is a certain amount of 
confusion about right and wrong, good and bad, 
do it or not. 

Such conflict often causes charged emotions 
when it strikes close to home. These, in turn, 
tend to make you close-mouthed about problems

you face every day — your child's allowance, 
marital discord, “table-money budgets,” “prob- 
lem children” in the family and many more. 

Add that to natural reticence, shyness and 
fear of embarrassment in bringing social prob- 
lems out in the open, and you have the reasons 
for need to stimulate discussion. Dr. Steltz hit 
upon the use of still photos because she feels 
motion pictures move too fast to permit thorough 
and detiberate discussion. 


Vague — On Purpose 


As You See It has added strong points. There 
is no cut-and-dried, true-or-false explanation for 
any of the manual’s 24 pictures. All are deliber- 
ately vague, with built-in leeway for individual 
interpretation. 

In addition, you can discuss only what you 
see in the photos. You need not relate the subject 
matter directly to yourself.

At the same time, inevitably, individual reac- 
tions draw on subjective experience. Thus one 
person reads one meaning into a photo, another 
may see it differently. And that helps spark a 
full-blown discussion (which, by the way, 
always should be directed by a good leader). 

In one typical discussion, Dr. Steltz showed a 
photo of a boy obviously asking-his father for 
money. The participants were PTA members in 
a Detroit grade_ school. ( Merrill-Palmer, which 
stresses preparation for home and family life, 
spreads its own personnel and services to Detroit- 
area educational agencies.) Discussion of the 
photo began hesitantly, then snowballed. 
Mothers and fathers wound up eagerly exchang- 
ing advice and opinions concerning money 
problems in relation to their youngsters. 

“We may have started off slowly,” said one 
parent later, “but after that, we sure went on 
and on. And we all profited.” i:

a. BROOKLYN’S DON ZIMMER: “I'm a lucky guy...” 
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by JOHN DEVANEY 


The ball sailed in with a sudden rush, smashing 
into Don Zimmer’s skull. He awoke from a coma 13 
days later, after two brain operations. “If you’re hit 
there again,” the doctor said, “it may kill you.” 

Two years later another ball rocketed into Zim- 
mer’s face. “It seemed to hit him squarely in the 
left eye,” says baseball broadcaster Vince Scully. 
At the hospital a doctor told Zimmer: “You could 
lose the sight of the eye.” 

Today, only a year later, the 26-year-old Zimmer 
sparkles in the Brooklyn Dodger infield, is one of 
the team’s best clutch hitters — and amazes even 


hard-to-amaze baseball men. Says Dodger trainer ~ 


Harold Wendler: “I know of no other player who 
ever came back after such a bad eye injury.” 

A pitch close to his head, that could kill him if 
it hit, doesn’t faze Zimmer at all, says Dodger cap- 
tain Pee Wee Reese. “Some guys,” he says, “shy 
away from pitches after being hit hard. Not Zim. 
He still stands up near the plate, his head right over 
it. A clase pitch just gets him mad. During training 
this spring the Tigers’ Jim Bunning threw one that 
missed him by a hair. Don hit the next pitch for a 
home run.” 

Why does he risk his life by playing? “People 
say I should quit because of my wife and kids [a 
boy, 5, a girl, 3],” he admits. “But heck, baseball is 
the only way I know to make a living.” 

He wouldn't want to do anything else anyway, 
says his wife Jean. “It’s not only the money. When 
he was on the bench while Brooklyn was winning 
the pennant in 1955, he told me he'd rather be 
traded to a last-place club. He’d have given up the 
$10,000 World Series money just to play every 
day.” 

Jean once was wild about baseball too. (They 
were married at home plate before a game when he 
was in the minors in 1951; after the ceremony, 
Don switched from formals to his uniform, got 
three hits.) Now, though, she rarely goes to a game. 
“I went opening day this year,” she says, “and I 
got sick to my stomach each time Don came up. But 
I watch on TV; then I’m always doing something 
and I don’t have time to think about every pitch.” 

Does Zimmer feel he’s jinxed after being hit by 
pitches that have fractured his skull, his cheekbone 
and his wrist? “I think I’m lucky,” he says earnestly. 
“Who else but a lucky guy could have those in- 
juries and still be able to play ball?” 


Down the First Time 


A wiry 59° and 165 lbs., Zimmer has the 
rough, tough look — accentuated by a crew cut 
and a wad of chewing tobacco in his cheek — of a 
night-club bouncer. Thus people who first meet 
him are surprised to be greeted by a man with the 
soft-spoken politeness of an English teacher. 

Born and raised in Cincinnati (where in high 
school he was an all-state football, basketball and 
baseball star), he signed, after graduation in 1949, 
with a Dodger farm team. Four years later, playing 
for St. Paul against Columbus, he was beaned the 
first time, three inches above the left ear. The blow 
fractured the skull and caused pressure on the 
brain. Twice he was operated on to relieve this. 


He was comatose throughout. (“I never thought 
he'd live,” said one doctor.) “When he tried to talk 
to me,” recalls Jean, who was pregnant at the time, 
“all he could do was stutter and stammer.” 

Zimmer couldn’t speak coherently for over three 
months (due to the brain injury). But by spring 
training of "54, he was ready for baseball. Did he 
fear that he’d panic at a pitch? “I figured,” he says, 
“that I'd find out if I was afraid when they threw 
a close one at me. They threw ’em and it didn’t 
bother me, so I knew I was OK.” 

The second beaning happened last June, in a 
game against-Cincinnati, “When I went down,” 
says Zimmer, “I kept thinking: ‘God, I hope it 
didn’t get me in that same spot.’ ”

home in black glasses after his eye operation. 


Jean was watching on TV. “I went to pieces,” 
she says. “I began to cry hysterically. Our boy 
Tommy sensed what had happened and he began 
to cry too, hollering, ‘Daddy . . . Daddy. . .’” 

A phone call from the Dodger clubhouse calmed 
her: Don had been hit in the left cheekbone, not 
on the skull. But the next day a doctor told Zimmer 
the retina in the left eye had been knocked loose. 
He was finished for the year and, if the retina didn’t 
hold, he’d never play again. 

“Of course I was scared,” says Zimmer. “For 
three weeks I had to lie flat on my back, motionless, 
my eyes blindfolded. I kept thinking: What will I 
do if I can't play ball again? 

“Then one day Buzzie Bavasi [Dodger general 
manager] came to see me. He told me that no matter 
what, I'd have a job — as a player, coach or man- 
ager. Right away I felt better.” 

After three months of blindfolds and dark 
glasses (“I fumbled around the house with a 
cane”), Zimmier was healthy again. But he still re- 
members the anguish a wild pitch can cause. This 
spring Dodger pitcher Ed Roebuck (Don’s best 
friend ) became enraged when a Kansas City pitcher 
threw a close one at Don. When the A’s came to 
bat, Roebuck went to the mound, determined to 
flatten them all. . 

As the first batter stepped up, Zimmer went 
over to the mound. “Don’t,” he said simply. 

“That Zimmer,” Reese said later, “he’s got more 
guts or less sense than anybody in the world — 
and I think it’s a combination of both.” *

EDITOR'S NOTE: Few details have been re- 
leased about America’s three new interconti- 
nental missiles; the public may never see one. 
Herewith, PARADE shows you what they look 
like. Except for security features that had to be 
omitted, the drawings on these pages are abso- 
lutely authentic. So is the text that follows. 


WASHINGTON, D.C, 
WoO YEARS AGO, President Eisen- 
: hower assigned the nation’s highest 
priority to building an Interconti- 
nental Ballistics Missile. This brought to- 
gether the best scientific-industrial-mili- 
tary team the nation could assemble. They 
designed the three missiles you see on 
these pages. 

The two shaped like giant artillery 
shells are ICBMs that can reach any target 
on earth probably quicker than you can 
drive to the next town. The Atlas Coppo- 
site page ) now is making its first trial runs 
at Cape Canaveral, Fla. The Titan (p. 
41) won't be ready to fire until after 
Christmas. The piggy-back Navaho (be- 
low ), also undergoing tests in Florida, will 
fly as far but not as fast as the other two. 

These are the well-named “ultimate 
weapons.” Such hydrogen-headed mon- 
sters soon may dominate the world. Under 
each metal hull is packed enough power 
to destroy a city. In five years, both sides of 
the Iron Curtain will be bristling with 
enough missiles to destroy civilization. 
True, our scientists are working feverishly 
to develop a supersonic “shotgun” that will 
shoot down Russian missiles. But there 
can be no effective defense against a down- 
pour of them. 

Yet these awful weapons, capable of 
creating hell-on-earth, may bring a millen- 
nium: instead. Their existence is mute 


warning that we can retaliate against a 
Red attack, city for city. This should dis- 
courage the Kremlin from plunging the 
world into total war. The consequence 
would be mutual suicide. “The ICBMs 
may go down as the most successful 
weapon in history,” says Gen, Nathan 
Twining, Chairman-designate of the Joint 
Chiefs, “provided that they are never 
used.” 

The Atlas and Titan even may be the 
mechanical missing links between earth 
and space travel. They will soar some 650 
miles above the earth, skimming along its 
outer rim at 15 times the speed of sound, 
then plunging like molten metal comets 
toward their targets. An extra boost might 
send them crashing through the gravita- 
tional barrier into outer space. In fact, the 
Air Force may try to shoot a few ICBMs 
to the moon for practice. 


Saga of the Atlas 


The Atlas was born in 1946 as Project 
MX-774, then abandoned the next Year 
for economy reasons. Only 10 years ago, 
an intercontinental missile seemed such a 
fantastic idea that then Defense Sec. 
Louis Johnson refused to “waste” money 
on it. Not until 1951 was the project re- 
vived as MX-1593. But guiding a missile 


* 5,000 miles to a target still required a 


scientific miracle. 

The following year the world was jolted 
by the first hydrogen blast in the Pacific. 
The glare of that spectacular explosion 
threw new light on the ICBM. It now 
was possible to wipe out a target without 
scoring a direct hit. What if the eumber- 
some H-bomb could be compressed into 
a missile warhead? 

To consider the possibility, the Air

The ICBMs are raising destruction 


to the level of annihilation 


Force called in the late Atomic Energy 
Commissioner John von Neumann. He 
headed a secret evaluation committee that 
urgently recommended overhauling the 
missile program. Result: The Air Force 
redesigned the Atlas, launched a second 
ICBM project and ordered them both 
crowned with hydrogen warheads. 

For the second ICBM, a different sci- 
entific approach was urged. Thus, in 1954 
the Titan began to take.shape. The Air 
Force slapped top priority on both proj- 
ects. But disturbing reports from Russia 
warned that the Soviets were ahead in the 
ballistic-missiles race. In 1955, President 
Eisenhower granted the ICBMs a special 
national priority. 

From science, industry and government 
came the top available experts. With new 
urgency they tackled the task of shooting 
a missile half way around the world. They 
soon discovered they were pioneering on 
the threshold of outer space. 

They needed a metal that could with- 
stand the intense heat and strain of hyper- 
sonic speeds. They discovered that titan- 
ium, for example, melted at four times the 
speed of sound. So they developed a 
molybdenum-base alloy that could take 
extreme temperatures. They added cool- 
ing tubes and heat exchangers to keep the 
missiles from burning up. Nose cones were 
designed to permit dispersal of molten 
metal. (Various noses — some smooth, 
some blunt — still are being tested.) 

The gravitational tug on a surging mis- 
sile, scientists found, multiplies each 
pound by 140, Less than 15 pounds would 
add a ton to the takeoff weight. So they 
shortened the Atlas’ length and lightened 
its weight to the absolute minimum. 


How to Lick CEP 


They struggled, too, with what they 
call the CEP (circular error probability). 
The course is determined in the first few 
hundred seconds or “boost stage.” Then 
the giant motors cut out, and momentum 
hurls the missile onward. If the motors 
should stop a few seconds too soon, the 
ICBM would miss its target by. 100 miles 
or more. Scientists solved this by devising 
an “atomic clock” that keeps exact time. 

Getting ready for the ICBMs, the Air 
Force built a three-stage experimental 
missile called the X-17. It weighs over six 
tons, is-as tall as a four-story building. Its 
mission: to duplicate the conditions the 
ICBMs will encounter. Its first two stages 


catapult the X-17 into the thin upper air. 
Then it noses over and the third stage 
shoots it almost straight down, so it- will 
hit the atmosphere at a velocity 15 times 
the speed of sound. The hurtling nose cone 
smacks into the Atlantic, where divers try 
to recover it for scientific scrutiny. 

It took 43 days to cart the first Atlas by 
trailer-truck from the San Diego assembly 
plant to Cape Canaveral. To fire this metal 
monster, giant launching machinery had 
to be built; to track it, huge antennas with 
reflectors 60 feet in diameter were in- 
stalled. Enough experimental models now 
are on hand to continue the tests until the 
Atlas is joined by the Titan. 


The Navaho Flies Lower 


These two are the heavyweights of the 
missile family. Their exact dimensions are 
top secret. But the Atlas is reportedly 
about 90 feet long, weighs about 100 tons. 
The Titan is expected to be slightly 
smaller. Both are powered by tremendous 
liquid rocket motors. 

Uncle Sam’s third intercontinental mis- 
sile, the Navaho, is a bird of different de- 
sign. Classed as an “air-breathing” missile, 
it stays in the atmosphere (maximum allti- 
tude: about 75,000 feet) and flies at a 
more leisurely 2,000 mph. Fighting fric- 
tion all the way, the Navaho must over- 
come obstacles even worse than those its 
ballistic brothers encounter. The sustained 
heat, for example, has a tendency to cause 
the liquid fuels and hydraulic fluids to 
boil. The frame must withstand terrific 
stress and vibration. 

The solutions have been incorporated 
into a sturdy winged missile powered by 
twin ramjet engines. It hitch-hikes on the 
back of a rocket-propelled ballistics mis- 
sile until enough air pressure can be gen- 
erated to start the ramijets. 

Project XB-64, as the Navaho is known 
officially, was authorized in 1950, almost 
abandoned after the ICBM breakthrough, 
then resumed. Present outlook: It probably 
won't go into mass production unless 
there’s a failure in the Atlas and Titan. 

Meanwhile, never has so much indus- 
trial know-how been concentrated on one 
problem as constructing our global-range 
missiles. Industry has teamed up from 
coast to coast on a scope equal to the Man- 
hattan Project, which produced the first 
atomic bomb. 

The Atlas got its hull from Convair in 
San Diego, its nose cone from General

Electric in Philadelphia, its power plant 
from North American Aviation in Canoga 
Park, Calif., its guidance system from 
General Motors in Detroit and General 
Electric in Syracuse, N.Y. The Titan and 
Navaho have equally far-fiung roots. 

These triple-threat weapons, once 
they're combat-ready, will take their place 
alongside our long-range bombers in the 
Strategic Air Command. Does this mean 
missiles eventually will replace bombers? 
Says General Twining: “Not in the fore- 
seeable future. ICBMs are designed to de- 
stroy area targets. Manned bombers will 
still be needed to hit pinpoint and moving 
targets.” 

Is the ICBM program lagging, as some 
press reports have hinted? “We are pro- 
ceeding as fast as technology will permit,” 
Says one top. scientist. “We are actually 
ahead of schedule.” But is this fast 
enough? r 

The Reds took over 80 per cent of Ger- 
many’s missile plans, plants and personnel 
after World War II. Today Russia is build- 
ing ballistic missiles in plants spread over 
its vast area. Factory No. 456 in Moscow, 
one of the original missile plants, is work- 
ing at top speed. Part of the huge Zis auto- 
mobile-manufacturing operation is now in 
the missile field. There are big missile 


._plants-in Tomsk, Kiev, Irkutsk and Ses- 


troretsk. Other modern plants, some un- 
derground, are located in Eastern Siberia. 
Our experts estimate Soviet missile pro- 
duction as high as 2,000 a month, with 
emphasis on simplicity and reliability. 


From Germany to Russia 


The Soviets have developed a lethal 
family of heavy-duty missiles on the sci- 
entific foundations of Germany's V-2 
rockets. These are the terrible T-missiles, 
designed to pack a nuclear charge over the 
polar cap. Biggest and deadliest is the T-3, 
a three-stage rocket which can hit any 
American city (see “Russia’s new threat 
to America,” PARADE, June 2). 

Our missile men are concerned but not 
alarmed. They are confident our ability to 
retaliate will keep Russian fingers off the 
wrong buttons. The ICBM with its pack- 
aged hydrogen horrors has raised destruc- 
tion to the point of annihilation. Even the 
Red rulers should prefer the alternative: 
peace. 

So the terrible trio — the Atlas, Titan 
and Navaho — may turn out to be weap- 
ons of peace, not war. o
